There was great applause. too, for 
Miss Maisic Sampson. until recently 
Organising Secretary of Ajex, who 
was presented by the President with a 
cheque and a travelling-clock as a 
token of the Association's apprecia- 
tion of her ten years’ work. 

There were two candidates for the 
office of Chairman of the Association 

Mr. Wigman and Commander F. 
Ashe Lincoln, Q.C., the present 
Chairman, Major H. B. Freeman hav- 
ing retired after serving two years. 
Commander Lincoln was elected, 

Dealing with the annual Remem- 
brance Parade. Major Freeman said 
he considered that the turn-out of 
some 3,000 persons at the last parade 
was “ substantial” and was certainly 
not. as some people had Suggested, 
“a fiasco.” He announced that the 
rally and concert following the 1959 
parade would be held at the Gaumont 
State Cinema, Kilburn. 


Before the conference began its 


work Mr. Barnett’ Janner. M.P 
Vice President. and President of the 
Board of Deputies, said that there 


were people who thought that the 
annual parade did not serve a useful 
purpose. But in his view. as long 
as it was possible to continue the 
parade. the Association was rendering 
a service to the Jewish community 


Welfare Work 


In his presidential address Colonel 
Bean said that members of Ajex 
should ask themselves whether the 
Association was keeping pace with 
present-day challenges. He advocated 
that all branches should hold discus- 
sions on what should be the role of 
Ajex in the Anglo-jJewish community 
today. 

A deficit on both the General 
Account and on the Ajex Charitable 
Trust management side was reported 
by the Treasurer. Mr. M. Savitt. 

Later. in giving his Welfare report, 
Mr. Wigman said it was disturbing 
that a number of branches who had 
“hundreds of pounds in the Bank” 
had given absolutely nothing to the 
funds for welfare work. 

Presenting the Membership Sub- 
Committee report, Mr. P. Mishon said 
that the figures for 1958 showed an 
increase of 20 per cent over the pre- 
vious year, 

The conference passed a resolution 
expressing the concern of _ the 
branches at the “general lack. of 
knowledge of Jewish youth in this 
country of the causes, effects. 
implications of antisemitism.” — It 
directed the Council to initiate a lec- 
ture campaign to Jewish groups and 
youth clubs.

Septuagenarian 


A DISTINGUISHED rabbi and veteran 

Zionist now living in retirement 
in Switzerland celebrates his 70th 
birthday next Monday. He is Dr. 
Moritz Freier, a former Chief Rabbi 
of Bulgaria and spiritual leader of the 
Berlin community. In ministering to 
the spiritual needs of the 200,000 
Jews of pre-war Berlin, Dr. Freier 
also closely identified himself with 
Jewish political life in the Volks- 
parte:. the community's Zionist Con- 
servative Party. He helped his wife 


Recha in the founding of Youth 
Aliyah in 1932. Dr. Freier stayed 
with the Berlin community until 1939, 
when he left for London. He was 
recalled to Berlin after the Second 
World War and ministered to the 
community there for two more years 
before his returement.

FOUR STEPS TO FREEDO\ 


ing Passover festival are 

ordained by Jewish tradition 
for treatment on Shabbat Hagadol, 
and rightly so. For this Sabbath 
derives its appellation as a “ Great 
Sabbath ” only because of its close 
association with the festival that 
conveys a great and universal 
ideal—the right of the individual 
and the group to freedom and 
self-expression. Jewish thought has 
long recognised and evaluated the 
complex character of this gift of 
freedom. The rabbis point to at 
least four expressions of redemp- 
tion used by God (Exodus, 
vi) when referring to Israel's 
deliverance, each with its own 
emphasis and _ character, and 
ordained that fours cups of wine 
in the Seder service should serve 
as symbols of them. 


Vehotzeti: “1 will take you out 
of Egypt.” Physical freedom, as 
represented by the removal of 
Israel from Egyptian soil, this js 
the first freedom that must be 
assured to man if the world is to 
offer him a life worth living. To 
the civilised man of today this 
would seem to be an axiomatic and 
inalienable right. Yet it has never 
been securely established. The 
most advanced Greek thinkers took 
it for granted that in their ideal 
city a class of slaves should exist. 
It took a war in almost modern 
times to abolish the institution of 
slavery in America, and nothing 
in human history can equal the 
scale or the scope of the degrada- 
uon for millions of slaves 
in Nazi Germany. Nor is the con- 
centration camp yet a thing of the 
past. Very wise then is the 
Halachic rule which says that if 
the celebrants fall asleep during 
the Pascal meal, they may not 
again eat of #. For eternal vigi- 
lance is the price of liberty. 


BUT physical freedom has its 

limitations ; for a man can have 
bodily freedom and yet remain a 
slave in the economic sense. If he 
cannot feed his family then all the 
other freedoms lose their meaning.

Getting Over First Hurdle

A piea to the community to help 
Jewish day schools was made by 
Alderman A. Moss, Deputy Chairman 
of Manchester Education Committee, 
at the Dorchester Hotel, London, W., 
on Sunday. He was attending, as a 
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provision of adequate premises for 
Jewish day schools. 

“If only we could raise two million 
pounds for this purpose,” he went on. 
“no further financial contributions 
would ever be required again, because 
the local educational authorities 
would then take over the cost of the 
schools’ secular education It is 
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Alderman Moss speaking. Scated, Mr. and Mrs. Presman 


guest of honour, the ninth annual 
dianer of the North-West Jewish 
Education Aid Society of the Yesodey 


Hatorah School (Amhurst Park, N.16). 

The educational authorities of this 
country offered facilities for the 
establishment of schools of all reli- 
gious denominatidns, said Alderman 
Moss. All that the schools, in return, 
had to do, if State recognition was 
to be acquired, was to ensure a good 
secular education and fitting accom- 
modation for its pupils. It was a 
pity that Anglo-Jewry, which did so 
many things well and had so many 
worthy causes at heart, had not the 
same wisdom when it came to the 


merely necessary for us to get over 
this first hurdle, and the rest will 
automatically follow.” 

The Ministry of Education would, 
in the next few days, almost certainly 
announce an increase in the capital 
contribution towards new denomina- 
tional schools. The Chief Rabbi or 
the Board of Deputies, suggested the 
speaker, should call a national con- 
ference so that the opportunity of 
attracting ministry grants might not 
be missed. 

In Manchester, he stated, where 
a half-a-million pound educational 
project was nearly complete, applica- 
tions were pouring in from Jewish 
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parents for places in Jewish dav 
schools. A third of the Jewish chil- 
dren in Manchester attended Jewish 
schools, and this proportion would 
soon be increased to a half. 

Referring to his recent visit to the 
Yesodey Hatorah School, Alderman 
Moss declared that he had been most 
impressed with the atmosphere pre- 
vailing there—-though not with the 
school buildings. The fact that out- 
standing work was achieved under 
difficult conditions reflected § great 
credit on all who were associated with 
the school. 

A high standard of secular «duca- 
tion was a vital element in any Jewish 
day school. If this were lacking it 
woukd be difficult to persuade Jewish 
parents to send their children there. 
The secular education provided by 
the Yesodey Hatorah School com- 
pared favourably with that of all 
other schools in the neighbourhood. 
Of 39 pupils who had taken the 
G.C.E. last year over 80 per cent 
had passed. 


Bridging the Gulf 


Rabbi R. Rabbinowitz (of Birm- 
ingham) referred to the school as “an 
exalted institution,” whose primary 
objective was to bridge the gulf that 
yawned between traditionally Jewish 
parents and the modern generation. 
At the time of its establishment inp 
1942, he said, the Yesodey Hatorah 
School had mustered a bare minyan 
—six pupils and four teachers. Today 
there were 800 pupils and a staff of 
nearly 80. 

Mr. J. Collier, joint guest of honour 
with Alderman Moss, spoke of his 
unbounded admiration for those who 
devoted themselves to the education 
of youth—“ without which we have 
no future or purpose.” 

The school has an annual deficit 
of £30,000. An after-dinner appeal, 
conducted by Mr. I. Presman, Chair- 
man of the Society, raised £5,000, 
bringing the total proceeds of the 
evening to over £10,000—a record.

Because of the increase last Octo- 
ber in shechita fees for cattle the 
London Board for Shechita was able 
to reduce its deficit, reported the 
Treasurer, Mr. E. J. N. Nabarro, 
when he presented the accounts for 
1958 to the Board last week. 


Mr. Nabarro said that the Board's 
final deficit was £4,600, which com- 
pared favourably with an estimated 
£8.000—the sum which was expected 
to be the deficit at the time when the 
Board considered the increase in fees. 


The reduced deficit had been due 
to two factors—first, because of the 
effect of imcreasing the fees: and 
secondly, because about 10 per cent 
fewer cattle had been killed over the 
vear than had been estimated for. 
During the first 14 weeks of the cur- 
rent year the Board had found itself 
£1,100 up on its estimated income. 
Whether that trend would continue 
remained to be seen. Bearing all 
factors in mind, fhe executive had 
felt that the Board should agree to 
retain the present rate of shechita 
fees. 

This was put to the vote and 
carried. 


Fewer Cattle Killed 


Mr. Nabarro stated earlier that the 
Board had been able to reduce its 
staff of shochetim and shomerim by 
eight persons. 

Mr. M. Domb said that he felt 
that the reason for the reduced num- 
ber of cattle going through the 
market was the resistance in the shops 
to the high price of meat. 

Mr. S. Boxer, the President, said 
that the decline in the number of 
cattle killed did not always mean 
there was a drop in consumption. He 
had been informed from one source 
that the cattle reaching Islington 
market were much heavier. and, there- 
fore, the Board was suffering finan- 
cially because of this. (The shechita 
fees are charged per head of cattle and 
not on weight.) 

Mr. M. Levin, who represents the 
Licensed Kosher Meat Retailers’ 
Association on the Board, said that 
there was no foundation in the state- 
ment that bullocks were 25 per cent 
heavier today than they were two 
years ago. He stated that prices were 
rising again in the market. They had 
in fact “gone sky high,” and the 
Association could not hold back a 
further increase in prices. 

Present costs of cattle in the whole 
meat trade were prohibitive and 
would remain high probably until 
August. Many consumers would, he 
thought, buy poultry instead, which 
was quite reasonably priced. He 
hoped that the Board would take 
that situation into consideration in 
estimating its revenue and expendi- 
ture for the current year. “You 
must keep a very conservative esti- 
mate of your income,” he said.

Dr. Brodie declared: “If every 
town and townlet in the United King- 
dom had at least two men trained 
at a yeshiva we would not sce the 
Sorry spectacle of new communities 
thoughtlessly accepting as a founda- 
tion the Reform point of view. which 
is so definitely negative and which 
cannot, im any way, ensure a main- 
tenance of Jewish consciousness for 
anv length of time.” 

The dinner was given to mark Dr. 
Brodie’s 64th birthday, and also on 
the occasion of his recent return from 
his visit to South Africa.

of the United Synagogue, the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues, and the Union 
of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations. 

Dayan Swift announced that a 
cheque for £10,000 had been received 
from Sir Maurice Bloch towards the 
building fund of the Gateshead 
Yeshivah. He handed the cheque to 
the Chief Rabbi, who is President 
of the Fund. 

Dr. Brodie also referred to the 
“Angry Young Men.” Now that 
National Service was coming to an 
end, he said, it would be a good thing 
if every young man in the community 
on leaving school and before enter- 
ing university or business spent at 
least two or three years on a volun- 
tary basis in the service of Judaism 
and the Jewish people. “If we 


could induce our young people w 
do this | woul’ not despair of the 
future of Angio-Jewry at ali,” he said, 
and added: “If only some of our 
mary yvouog men had hed the privi- 
lege of spending a year or two at the 
feet of the saints and had been taught 
something of the perennial values of 
Judaism, they would not talk with 
such self-hate—which is transferred 
to Judaism and the Jewish people. 

The Chief Rabbi stated that 
yeshivot not only had the purpose of 
training rabbis but also existed to 
train Baale Batim. “1 would like 
to see an increased appreciation by 
parents and leaders of the community 
of the great value of these institu- 
tions of higher learning,” he said. 

Then the Chief Rabbi, referring to 
the many tributes paid to him by 
previous speakers, said: “So far as 
the Jewish people are concerned | do 
not think it is necessary for me to 
underline the fact of my true devo- 
tion to the people of Israel wherever 
they may be. So far as the Torah 
of Israel is concerned | am in this 
position purely and simply for the 
purpose of advocating the importance 
of Torah as a study and also as a 
way of life. 

Dayan Swift spoke of the Chief 
Rabbi's tremendous tireless efforts 
both on behalf of Jewish.education 
generally and yeshiva education— 
“efforts which had cost him his 
health.” The problem of Anglo- 
Jewry, he stated, was not a shortage 
of rabbanim, but a shortage of Baale 
Batim produced by yeshivot. 

Dayan Swift added: “It is wo 
wonder that you find a columnist in 
the Anglo-Jewish press who talks of 
Jews subsisting on bare principles. If 
he had one year at a yeshiva he would 
learn there are no bare principles in 
Jewish life” [The columnist “ Ben- 
Azai,” in THe Jewish CHRONICLE, in 
fact said: “Just as a man cannot live 
on oxygen alone, no group can subsist 
on bare statement of principle.”] 

Dayan Dr. I. Grunfeld, who pro- 
posed the toast to Dr. and Mrs. 
Brodie, described Mrs. Brodie as the 
Chief Rabbi's “ guardian angel.” The

Brains Trust’s Views on Anglo-Jewry 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Are you alarmed that so many 
ministers in the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity are of foreign origin? Do 
you think it a good or a bad thing 
that Anglo-Jewry today is religiously 
so diversified 2? These were two of 
the questions asked at a brains trust 
held at the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, 
St. John’s Wood, N.W., last week. 

The occasion was a joint cultural 
evening of the Sephardi and the 
Liberal Jewish societies. The general 
subject was “ Anglo-Jewry—Past and 
Present”; and the panel of speakers 
comprised Mr. R. N. Carvalho, Presi- 
dent of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, and Mr. Alan A. Mocatta. Q.C., 
the Chairman of Jews’ College Coun- 
cil—representing the Sephardim ; and 
Sir Louis Gluckstein, Q.C.. and Mr. 
David Kessler—the Liberals. Mr. 
George Kamm was the Chairman. 


Common Basis 


A questioner asked whether 
religious diversification among British 
Jews was good or bad, and whether 
the present divisions would be more 
likely to be accentuated as time went 
on or give way to a “unified con- 
ception of Judaism” in this country. 

r, Kessler said that he was all 
in favour ot diversity. The less there 
was of domination by a monolithic 
system the better, he said. “I could 
think of nothing worse than for all 
of us to be controlled by one section 
of Anglo-Jewry and by the dogmas 
laid down by it.” He would favour 
a common basis of fundamental 
Judaism combined with as wide as 
possible a freedom of worship and 
religious practice. 

The chances of a return of Jewry 
to religious uniformity and to an 
existence as a monolithic bloc were 
virtually nil, said Mr. Mocatta. He 
was, however, against the tendency to 
accentuate unnecessarily the differ- 
ences that existed, and was in favour 
of maintaining the degree of unity in 
the community which was essential 
for the good of each of its different 
sections and which was exemplified 
in such institutions as the Board of 
Deputies.

and respect, we will not attrac! the 
right young man to the ministry.” he 
declared.

families.” 


Mr. Kessler said that they must 
bear in mind two things: first, Anglo- 
Jewry had been fortunate in cetting 
“some magnificent imports from 
abroad, whose presence here |ate:

Jewish life. Is it vital, deserving 
of perpetuation ? Even those who 
meticulously cling to the sheitel 
should know why they wear it. 
It would appear that this custom 
was a feature of Assyrian life long 


fore it was adopted by our 
aaah The Code of Hammu- 
cabi, a contemporary of Abraham, 
prescribes that a bride at her 


marriage must be veiled and that 
she must be covered whenever she 
in public. To this day 


appeals 
conforming Moslem women never 
appear outside their immediate 


homes without the yashmak, the 
veil which covers the entire face, 
allowing only two slits from which 
the eyes peer through. Both in 
Assyrian and Mohammedan law 
the covering of the hair by the 
woman at marriage is symbolic of 
the private right belonging to the 


husband, in the sense that the 

approach or even the sensuous, 

covetous look of another man 

would constitute adultery. 
Attracting Men 

From our early Biblical record 

it would appear that the main 


women covered their 


shaw], or flashing gems, was to 
attract men, rather repel 


them. The prophet Isaiah (ili, 24) 
has more than a word for these 
coquettes. The Song of Songs 
reminds us that the flowing locks 
of the Shulamite evoked pans of 
admiration from his beloved. It 
was as a sign of modesty 
when faced by man, that. the 
maiden of old would cover her face 
i. Rebecca did so when

she ind tsaac fell in love with 
each other at first sight (Gen. 
xxiv, 15) 

On the other hand, because 
Tamar covered her face when her 
father-in-law Judah approached 
her at the cross-roads, he thought 
her immoral (ib. xxxviii, 14-15). 
To shave off a woman's hair was 
Originally a sign of mourning 


(Deut. xxi): to dishevel it, a sign 
Of disgrace (Num. v. 18), 

Our in the Talmud 
regarded the natural hair of woman 
as such a powerful augmentation 
Of feminine charm that married 
women were recommended to hide 
it. Shaving of her hair was never 
regarded as symbolic -of the 


Sa 


mourning to be observed by 
women because of the original sin 
of their first ancestress Eve, but as 
a deterrent against temptation on 
their part. On the contrary, to 
shave the head as a sign of mourn- 
ing is expressly forbidden in the 
Torah (Deut. xiv, 1). This was 
a pagan custom, the hair being 
sacrificed to the gods at the grave 
of the departed. Hence to shave 
the hair considered 


was as 
Chukat Hagoyim, aping “the 
statutes of other nations” (Lev. 


xix, 27). The practice in Talmudic 
times was not for women to shave 
their hair, but to cover it with a 
kerchief when outside the home. 


Grounds for Divorce 


According to a Mishna (Ket. 
72a), for a woman to walk about 
with uncovered head in the street is 


grounds for divorce and the loss of 
her Ketuba. The School of 
Ishmael found support for this 


seemingly harsh ruling from the 
fact that the priest uncovered the 
head of the woman suspected of 
adultery (Num. v, 18); therefore, 
no modest daughter in Israel must 
so appear. If this be so, asks a 
sage, then why does the Mishna 
refer to it only as a traditional! 
custom (dat yehudit)? The answer 
is interesting. “ Pentateuchically, 
it is quite satisfactory if her head 
be covered by her work-basket 
(kulta); but Jewish practice looks 
askance at such indecorous head- 
gear.” 

Some rabbis took a stringent 
view of the uncovered head. Thus 
R. Isaac (Ber. 24a) is of the opinion 
that it is forbidden to read the 
Shema before a woman not so 


covered. Why single out the 
Shema ? Because jts recital 
requires undivided concentration 
(Cavana). Another rabbi, quoted 


in the Zohar (Nasso) as R. Heze- 
kiah, went so far as to Impose a 
curse on a husband who permits 
his wife to go about with head 
uncovered, for this constitutes a 
bad example to her daughters. 
The Codes of Maimonides and 
Caro both endorse the ruling of the 
Talmud that madest women should 
never be seen with uncovered 
head, but do not go so far as to 
rule that this constituted a ground 
for divorce and punishable by for- 
feiture of the Ketuba, 4 punishment 
reserved for more serious crimes. 
Nowhere is there reference to a 
sheitel, or to an _ imsistence on 
having her own hair covered when 
at home. There is mention in the 
Talmud (Shabb. 64b) of a prohibi- 
tion for a woman to go about on 
Shabbat outside her home with a 
wig (peah nochrit); but the con- 
text clearly shows that this was 
worn purely and simply as an 
adornment. As in the case of some

As was to be expected, the latest 
issue Of Loshn Un Lebn, the Yiddish 


literary monthly edited by A. N. 
Stencl, is devoted to the Sholem 
Aleichem centenary. It includes 


Sholem Aleichem’s well-known story, 
“London, why don’t you burn ?,” 
accompanied by a somewhat critical 
editorial poem as well as tributes to 
the memory of the great writer. 

M. Alman comments on the “ Man- 
Behind-the-Pen ” series of articles in 
THe Jewisu Curonicre. The “ J.C.,” 
he writes, “having held interviews 
with Anglo-Jewish writers, has been 
shocked by the daring displayed by 
some of them such as Wolf Man- 
kowitz who won? let anyone put a 
koppel on his head right in the middle 
of the week. ... These declarations 
and attitudes on the problem of 
Yiddishkeit in England have had the 
effect of stirring up an anthill with a 
stick. . . . It is customary to print 
interviews starting invariably with the 
words, ‘I am proud to be a Jew.’ 
Every talk, whether with a footballer 
or a TV star, regularly starts with this 
phrase, although it is difficult to 
associate a kick of the ball or a 
gloved fist punch in the nose with 
Jewish pride. ... 

“It was for this reason that the 
ideas expressed by the Anglo-Jewish 
writers, which did not follow the usual 
line, have stimulated reflections on this 
problem. The fact. that they are 
different proves that there are all sorts 
of Jews, and that they are not all 
made of the sume stuff, .,

other adornments which were for- 
bidden on the Shabbat, the fear 
was “lest she take them off and 
show them to a friend,” and thus 
violate the law of carrying objects 
four cubits in a public thorough- 
fare. 

Since wearing a sheitel is not 
specifically of Talmudic origin, and 
Since it is not even mentioned in 
the standard Codes of Rambam 
and Caro, when then did it all 
begin? <A decisive answer it js 
hard to give. It would seem, how- 
ever, to have come jnto Jewish 
usage in sixteenth-century Poland, 
being probably based on a Slavonic 
marrage custom. According jo 
this, the long plaits of the bride 
were shorn off, to be sold for 
profit; this tonsorial operation 
being performed to the accompani- 
ment of lamentations. From 
Poland it spread to other Central 
European countries, and was 
imported by immigrants into the 
places of their domicile. 


Unexpected Opponents 


When the custom became preva- 
lent, no doubt born of the desire 
not to violate tradition by walking 
about with hair uncovered, it had 
its Opponents from the most unex- 
pected quarters. By an edict of 
1845, Nicholas I, of Russia, pro- 
hibited the s/eitel ; and such great 
leaders of Orthodox, as R. Moses 
Isserles (Rema) and R. Moshe 
Sofer (Hatam Sofer) also frowned 
upon the practice. Their objection 


may have been twofold: first, it 
often defeated its own object, in 
that the sheitel may be more 


attractive than one’s own fading 
and thinning hair: and secondly, 
shaving and cutting hair on he: 
part was a violation of the Biblical 
command for a woman not to 
adopt “the garment” or fashion 
of man. 

My purpose has been to show 
that those who wear a sheitel do 
not perform a mifzva, nor do those 
who possess their own hair violate 
a Btblical or rabbinic jnjunction. 
Even. those rabbis who did not look 
askance at the s/eitel ruled that it 
also must be covered in the street. 

Finally, here are the opinions of 
two voices in the Talmud. R. Mei: 
(Naz. 28b) rules that a husband 
may legitimately object to a wig 
worn by his wife on account of 
uncleanness : another sage is of the 


opinion that a husband may 
object to the vow of his wife jf 
that entails the shaving of her 
head.

Dr. Levenberg said that the idca 
of Israel becoming “ one day “ a mem- 
ber of the Commonwealth might 
ilay scem impracticable both to 
Britain and to Israel, “but trmes 
change and jt seems to me that the 
7¥. has a task here, im accordance 
with its traditional réle, as a factor 
bringing England and Israel closer 
together.” 

{be audience thinned out con- 
siderably by the time the political 
resolutions were moved from. the 
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chair. One welcomed “the present 
large-scale immigration into Isracl 
from East European countries, which 
presents a supreme task to Israel and 
World Jewry”: another noted with 
pleasure the improvement in political 
relations between the Governments of 
Israel and Britain. 

Sunday morning was taken up with 
separate sessions of the party- 
political components of the Z.F.—the 
General Zionists, Poale Zion, and 
Mapam. 

In the afternoon all the delegates 
met to consider the annual report, 
presented by the Hon. Secretary, Mr. 
Donald Silk. and to hear an address 
by Mr. Isracl Sicff, the Hon. Presi- 
dent, on “Zionism and Jewish 
Survival.” 

Mr, Silkk reported an increase of 
400 persons as a result of the member- 
ship drive, and stressed particularly 
the success of the Federation's cam- 
paign to solve the problem of “ the 
missing generation in the British 
Zionist Movement ~— people between 
25 and 45 vears of age who had not 
joined the ranks of the Z.F. 

Mr. Sicfl posed the problem of 
maintaining “Jewish consciousness 
in the Western communities in face 
of what he called the “ breaking up 
of the large aggregations of Jews.” 
Both in the United States and here, 
he pointed out, the cheftoes of the 
large towns were breaking up, and 
Jews were moving to the suburbs. In 
what way. he asked, could the Jewish- 
ness ol the youmgecr generations be 
preserved in the new conditions ? 

The definition of Zionism merels 
aS a mMovemem to end Jewish home- 
lessness by the establishment of a 
Jewish State would leave out a vers 
important clement. since it would not 
give am answer to that question, Mr. 
stated. “| belicve that the 
Zionist coneept also carried anothe: 
important message. namely, to 
mtensily Jewish consciousness mn 
the Diaspora and to turn the minds 
of the Jews externally towards Israc! 
and gmternally towards thenvselves. 
so that they could feel that the Jews 
in and outside Israel are one and 
madivisible Jewish people.” 


Day Schools Praised 


In the debate the day school pro- 
gramme of the Federation was 
welcomed by. several speakers. Mr. 
EF. Chanan said that it was the Z.F. 
that had made the community “ Jewish 
school minded ~ and had banished the 
talk about the danger of segregation- 
ism. 

introducing the Youth, Chalutz. and 
Habonim session, its Chairman, Mr. 
A. 1. Richtiger, said that while the 
Anglo-Jewish youth movements had 
had to struggle with the ideological 
problem of how to introduce Judaism 
into their clubs, the Zionist youth 
had no such question: “They know 
what to do and they do it.” 

Ihe two most animated debates 
took place on resolutions submitied 
by societies. 

A resolution from Glasgow, moved 
by Woolfson, called for an 
amendment of the Constitution to 
enable the Chairman, Treasurer. and 
Hon. Secretary of the Z.F. to continue 
in their offices for a maximum period 
of three years instead of twe. as has 
obtained for the past decade. It was 
adopted by 88 votes to seven. 

The second and much more lively 
discussion was over a_ resolution 
which stated that the absence of 
~ wider coverage of Z.F. work” in 
the “Jewish Observer and Middle 
East Review” was “harmful: to the 
movement.” and which demanded 
that the Executive should “consider 
the possibility of framing an editorial 
policy ” for that paper and the means 
of implementing it. 

This complaint that the Federa- 
tion's official organ did not reflect the 
activities of the Z.F. has come up 
before every annual and regional con- 
ference in the past years. This time. 
however, the criticism was extended 
to smclude charges of “sensa- 
tionalism,” and Mr. 1. Nathani even 
accused the “Jewish Observer” of 
“undermining” the World Zionist 
Organisation and of conducting “a 
slanderous campaign” against it. 
Those who spoke in defence of the 
paper maintained that if the critics 
had thew way the “ Jewish Observer ” 
would be turned into a parochial 
journal, like the fate “ Zionist 
Review ” used to be. 

Mr. E. Woolfson, a Vice-President. 
asked that the resolution be referred 
to the Hon. Officers, promising that 
they would “respect its point of 
view.” His appeal was supported by

GENERAL ZIONIST 
AIMS

The Weizmann concept of “ practr 
cal Zionism without political impl- 
cations "—namely without any for- 
mal or informal affikation to any 
Israeli political party —-was stressed at 
the first mecting of the New Con- 
federation of General Zionists, held 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. 
Woolf Perry during the Sunday 
sessions of the Z.F. Conference. 

During the debate. Mr. Samuel 
Landman, speaking of the concept 
of “partnership” between Dias 
Jewry and Israel, said that as long 
as there was no identification with 
some party in the Jewish State that 
association would only take _ the 
form of a “sleeping partnership.” 

To this. Mr. L. Bakstansky, the 
General Secretary of the Federation, 
retorted that the concept of identifi- 
cation with political parties in Israel 
was completely alien to the philo- 
sophy of the General Zionist 
movement. 


DIASPORA-ISRAEL 
“RIFT” 


A warnine that a dangerous rift 
was developing between Isracl and 
world Jewry was given by Mr. 
Moshe Rosetti, Clerk to the Knoes- 
set. when he addressed the Poale 
Zion session of the conference on 
Sunday. 

“The rift between Isracl and world 
Jewry which is already appearing 1s 
deeply disturbing.” he said. “If it 
is allowed to develop there will be 
no meaning in the establishment of 
the State. There have been faults on 
both sides. We in Israel have paid 
insufficient attention to the position 
of the Jews in the Diaspora. The 
lews in the Diaspora have not made 
their position clear in relation to 
Israel.”

AFRO-ASIAN PRAISE 


For Israel to be praised by Afro- 
Asian officials is still so compara- 
tively novel an experience, that dele- 
gates at the Zionist Federation 
conference on Sunday found it most 
exhilarating. 

The Afro-Asians--one a young 
Ghanaian and the other a veteran 
from Burma who had worked with 
Mahatma Gandhi-—took part im the 
Afro-Asian brams trust held during 
the Poale Zion session of the ZF. 
conference at St. Pancras Town Hall, 
London. They were Mr. Maung 
Maung Ji, Burmese Press Attaché, 
and Mr. *. B. QOdunton, Public 
Relations Officer of the Ghana High 
Commissioners Office m London. 
Isracl was represented by Mr. Moshe 
Ofer, First Secretary of the Israeli 
Embassy. Mr. Harold Miller pre- 
sided. 

“We have many things in com- 
mon with Isracl.’ Mr. Odunton said. 
The Israelis, he added, had provided 
Ghana with much technical skill and 
were helping her to overcome her 
tremendous problems.

Mr. J. Halevy, Chairman of the 
Editorial Board, who admitted - that 
they themselves had on occasions 
been critical of the editor, Mr.

Dying Profession 


Rabbi Rosen next dealt with the 
question ef fund-raising. A certain 
mentality had grown up in Anglo-

ated importance to men of wealth. 
This was attributable to the fact that 
the community had no communal 
chest. The result was that anything 
they wished to accomplish demanded 
an approach to the private. eencrous. 
charitably minded individual. This. 
however, did not mean that the com- 
munity did not respect scholarship. 
intellect, and culture. But the decision 
was always motivated by “whe 
pay the moncy?” 

Rabbi Rosen ended his talk bw dis- 
cussing the structure of the Rabbrnate. 
which, he said. was a largely dyime 
profession. What proportion of the 
cream of young Jewish intellectwals 
wished to enter the Rabbinate today. 
he asked. In the Rabbinate today 
they would find a mere handful, or 
even less, of outstanding persons. the 
rest being largely mediocre.

YIVO ACTIVITY TO 
BE WIDENED 


London an Important 
Document Centre 


By a Correspondent 


The reorganisation of the Yivo 
branch in London was discussed at 
a meeting held under the chairman- 
ship of Dr. Aaron Steinberg, at the 
Cora Hotel on Sunday, and attended 
by about 40 people interested in 
Yiddish cultural activities. 

Reporting on the work of the 
Yivo in London, Mr. Michael 
Zylberberg said that since the estab- 
lishment of an office in 1954 the 
Yivo here had been able to collect 
and send to the headquarters in New 
York a large number of important 
historical documents, including a col- 
lection of valuable data concerning 
the Nazi period in Europe. 

Few people, he said, were aware 
that London was a _ vital centre 
for documents of this nature. The 
archives left by the war-time Polish 
Government in London, and_ since 
carefully preserved in various Polish 
institutions, were a unique source of 
information about the fate of Jewish 
communities in Poland, the Ukraine, 
Lithuania, Czechoslovakia, and Hun- 
gary. There were daily reports of 
the ruthless way in which they were 
liquidated by the Nazis. 

Since .the destruction of other 
Jewish centres of culture in Europe 
London had become a_ valuable 
source of information to the student 
of Jewish history and to the public 
generally. In addition, the Yivo 
branch in London had collected and 
transferred to its American head- 
uarters individual archives, such as 
those of Lucien Wolf, the late Dr. D. 
Mowshowitch, and others. A collec- 
tion of letters belonging to the late 
Haham, Rabbi Dr. Moses © Gaster, 
had been handed over to the Yivo 
branch here. 


Judaica Collection 


A few weeks ago a.most interesting 
collection of books on Judaica, with 
details of Jewish kehillot in Germany 
and other subjects, were presented to 
Yivo. 

Until now, the Yivo in America 
has been covering the main part of the 
budget for the upkeep of the London 
branch, but it is felt that Yivo activi- 
ties here could be widened to trans- 
form it into a centre for the study 
of Jewish history and Yiddish culture 
generally. 

After the resignation of the former 
executive, several months ago, a 
committee of three. consisting of Mr. 
B. Rosner, Mr. I. Shindler, and Mr. 
J. Dreen, was appointed to work out 
a new plan for the enlargement of 
Yivo activities in London. This plan 
was the subject of a lively discussion, 
which resulted in a decision to call 
a general meeting and elect a new 
executive to reorganise the branch 
and put it on a sound financial 
footing. 

Among those who took part in the 
discussion were Mr. A. M. Kaiser, 
Mr. Josef Fraenkel, and Mr. A. N. 
Stencl. 

Dr. B. Homa, who recently visited 
Yivo headquarters in New York, 
gave a brief report of its manifold 
cultural activities, and said that he 
was greatly impressed by the new 
Yivo headquarters on Fifth Avenue, 
in a five-storey. house formerly the 
home of the Vanderbilt family. 

Among the latest works in pre- 
paration for publication by Yivo is 
a history of the Jewish immigration 
period in London, covering the years 
1880 to 1915. 
book will also be published in 
English if sufficient funds can be 
found.

THE WOOD AND THE TREEFs 


Opportunity for Reassessment 


I have always wanted to see an 
exhibition of European art arranged 
in chronological order regardless of 
country of origin, If one limited the 
project to the twentieth century it 
would still be interesting. How many 
artists would one find from unfashion- 
able countries taking their rightful 
place by the side of artists who have 
everything laid at their feet? Would 
Christopher Wood be there? 

This particular facet of the problem 
is suggested by the retrospective 
extension of Wood's work which is 
being held at the Redfern Gallery— 
the first since the great memorial show 
at the New Burlington Galleries 21 
years ago. 

Thirty thousand people saw the 
exhibition of 852 works by an artist 
who died at the age of 29. We could 
not see the Wood for the trees. Some 
of the best pictures passed into private 
hands; one passed to the Tate and 
one to the Louvre; but, though his 
influence on other painters can be 
traced, Christopher Wood passed out 
of the scene. The Redfern Gallery 
has kept his ‘memory green in its 
mixed shows, but this is the first 
opportunity for reassessment. 


Mature Works 


And it is scarcely too much to say 
that his best work does not need 
reassessment. The 30 or so mature 
works in the Redfern’s front room 
are as good as we thought them more 
than 20 years ago. They include many 
of the 40 pictures he painted in the 
last two months of his life, before 
throwing himself under a train. The 
pictures in the other two rooms, lead- 
ing up to his full expression or fallin 
short of it, can now be seen as wort 
comparatively little in themselves, but 
the authentic works are still masterly. 

The unrelated blue saddle on the 
yellow horse and the irrelevant red 
parachute coming down behind the 
zebra, though less startling than they 
used to be, are as incomprehensibly 
perfect. innocence of vision, 
recording nothing that is not imme- 
diately essential, is still sublime; 
though we now call it neo-primitivism 
and remind ourselves that he was 
familiar with the work of Douanier 
Rousseau, 

Perhaps we find some of his colour 
a little pretty today, and that of 
course damns him; but then we look 


at the wall of late fishing coonn. .- 
their indigo and black. 
that was “not black enough,” is te 
wrote ina letter—and we wonder wh ;

This work of explanation and defence 
of shechita increased considerably 
after the Crouch Bill (which sought 
to prevent slaughter unless prior 
stunning had taken place) was intro- 
duced into Parliament at the end of 
1954. Although a large number of 
local Councils decided to support the 
Bill there were many which opposed 
it; and some after favouring the 
Crouch Bill, rescinded their resolu- 
tions. A number of these decisions 
were the result of hearing Mr. Zeit- 
lyn’s exposition of the Jewish case. 

In 1953 he went with the Chief 

Rabbi to Israel to take part in a 
meeting of the Council of Rabbis 
convened by the Israeli Chief Rabbi. 
Dr. Herzog. to discuss shechita 
problems. 
Mr. Zeitlyn was a member of the 
Joint Foreign Committee (of the 
Deputies and the A.J.A.) and later 
of the Deputies’ Foreign Affairs 
Committee. He was one of the most 
energetic of the group of Deputies 
who worked to repudiate the action 
of the Conjoint Committee in issuing 
the anti-Zionist manifesto of May 24, 
1917, and in fact moved the resolu- 
tion at the Board which led to the 
resignation of its officers and the 
break-up of the committee. 

He was concerned about the preser- 
vation of Jewish religious traditions 
and (as a Cohen himself) particularly 
with those dealing with Cohanim. 
It was due in large part to the per- 
sistence with which he urged the 
matter at meetings of the Hampstead 
Synagogue that the Duchaning cere- 
mony was introduced after not being 
part of the service for 60 years. 

Mr. Zeitlyn is survived by his wife 
and two sons and three daughters. 


Mr. A. G. BROTMAN writes: By 
the death of Mr. Zeitlyn the Jewish 
community has lost one of its most 
outstanding personalities. He com- 
bined. sound scholarship the 
Humanities with deep erudition in 
Jewish studies. His grasp of Talmud, 
exceptional in a lay person, was per- 
haps to be expected in view of his 
rabbinic parentage. He was a widely 
travelled man, his career at the Bar 
involving journeys to the Far East, 
as well as to the Dominions and the 
Western Hemisphere. 

In such a varied and distinguished 
life no aspect of his works stand out 
more than his devotion to the study 
and the defence of shechita. At an 
early period he took a special course 
in animal physiology in order the

KAZNELSON 


Siegmund Kaznelson, who has died 
in Jerusalem at the age of 66, was 
one of the most successful Jewish 
publishers of this age, writes Dr. 
ROBERT WELTSCH. 


As director of “ Juedischer Verlag 
Berlin,” which had been founded by 
members of the “ Democratic Frac- 
tion” after the fifth Zionist Congress 
in 1901, Kaznelson produced in the 
1920s some of the more important 
books of modern Judaism, among 
them Theodor Herzl’s “ Writings and 
Diaries,’ the ten-volume “ World 
History of the Jewish People” by 
Simon Dubnow, the standard works 
of Joseph Klausner on “Jesus and 
Paulus,” the complete German trans- 
lation of the Talmud, and the five- 
volume “Juedisches Lexikon.” 

Himself a skilful writer and of a 
scientific mind, he devoted the last 
years of his life to a comprehensive 
study of the contribution to culture 
of German Jews. His interest in 
this subject led him to an inqui 
into the relations of Rahel Levin with 
Beethoven, and this resulted in 
almost sensational discoveries about 
Beethoven's life, which are the sub- 
ject of his book “ Beethoven's Ferne 
und Unsterbliche Gelicbte.” 

His last works were an anthology, 
“ Jiidisches Schicksal in Deutschen 
Gedichten” (German poetry con- 
cerned with Jewish destiny) and a new 
edition of the Bible in Hebrew 
with German translation by Professor 
Tur-Sinai of the Hebrew University. 

Kaznelson was born in Warsaw, a 
descendant of a famed Russo-Jewish 
farmly, but lived most of his life in 
German-speaking countries until he 
moved to Jerusalem.

STATEMENT ON ARRESTS 


—But Moroccan Community’s Fears Remain

RABAT 
An ambiguous statement about the 


arrest of Moroccan Jews trying to 
leave the country has been issued by 


the Moroccan Ministry of the Interior. 


This statement was issued at your 
correspondent’s request, after he had 
been told that the Minister of the 
Interior could not grant him an 
interview. 

“The forcign press,” the statement 
said, “has mentioned recently the 
arrest of clandestine emigrants and 
given somewhat inexact information, 
which it is as well to correct in order 
to throw some light on a problem 
which preoccupies certain people. 

“Since independence, a _ veritable 
clandestine emigration organisation 
has been discovered, whose activities 
were under several forms. By means 
of promises or pressure it exploited 
a moral influence and deceived the 
good faith of many Jewish citizens. 
The Government has been obliged to 
put an end to its activities and dis- 
solve these organisations, 

“One of their methods consists of 
forming groups of Jews from various 
centres. in order to send them to the 
small ports of the north, where make- 
shift maritime transport awaited them. 
. . . AS Soon as a group was dis- 
covered a press campaign was 
launched abroad, especially in France, 
accusing the Moroccan Government 
of svstematically restricting freedom 
of movement. 

“The Government's attitude is very 
clear: it consists of seeking out the 
organisers of this systematic move- 
ment which in no way reflects the 
real opinions of a large majority of 
Moroccan Jews. In a recent case a 
clandestine organisation. distributed 


passports and money two 
notorious agents were arrested... . 
“Finally, the Government, with 
due respect for the Charter of the 
Rights of Man and the principles of 
the United Nations, does not intend 
to place any restrictions on the free- 
dom of movement of any persons, 
whether Moroccan or foreign. It 1s 
(the Government’s) duty to counter 
with legal means this systematic 
emigration organised by foreign 
agents who abuse Moroccan hospi- 
talitv.” the statement concludes, 


Authorities Embarrassed 


This ambiguous statement seems to 
have done nothing to assuage the 
fears of many Jewish community 
leaders. While the Government 
claims there are no restrictions on 
freedom of movement, and in fact 
there is no Moroccan law prohibiting 
emigration, in practice Moroccan 
Jews cannot emigrate and they will 
be prevented from leaving the country 
if caught at frontier posts. 


Fvidently the authorities are embar- 
rassed and refuse to make a clear-cut 
statement of policy on this matter, 
observers here point out. No men- 
tion is made, for example, of emigra- 
tion to Israel. Most significant of all, 
perhaps, is that there is no mention 
of the previous official Moroccan con- 
tention that Jews are arrested simply 
because they held forged passports. 

If the emigrants held forged pass- 
ports, then the emigration would 
really be illegal under Moroccan or, 
indeed. any other State law. It 1s 
curious that this argument was not 
employed in the official statement. 
Far from being “very clear” the 
Government’s attifude appears very 
foggy. 
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SOUSTELLE’S CALL 
TO JEWRY 


“ Buy Israeli Bonds ”

Paris 

M. Jacques Soustelle, the French 
Vice-Premier, has called on French 
Jews to help the development of 
Isracl’s cconomy by purchasing 
bonds. Speaking at a dinner at 
which he was a guest of honour, M. 
Soustelle said that as a loyal French- 
man he was convinced that a strong 
and prosperous Israel would serve the 
cause of peace not only in the 
Middle East, but also in the world 
in general. 

The French Government had, he 
said, recently approved the sale of 
Israeli bonds to the value of 
$1,500,000. This represented, he said, 
an extraordinary friendly gesture 
towards Israel. 

Mr. Jacob Tsur, the Israeli Ambas- 
sador to France, presided at the 
dinner. Among the guests was 
Professcr Rene Cassin, the Vice- 
President of the French Council of 
State. 


BULGARIA’S “ STRANGE 
ARGUMENTS ” 


World Court Hearing

AMSTERDAM 

The International Court of Justice 
at The Hague has concluded its hear- 
ing of Bulgaria’s objection to accept- 
ing the Court's jurisdiction in the case 
of the El Al ‘plane shot down over 
her territory. The Court’s decision will 
be given at a date to be announced 
later. 

On behalf of Bulgaria. M. Pierre 
Cot, a French lawver, pleaded that she 
was not compelled to accept the 
Court's jurisdiction because at the 
time of the incident—-1955—she had 
not been a member of ‘the United 
Nations. 

He also put forward the argument 
that since it was probably non- 
Israeli insurance companies which had 
borne the main financial damages, the 
Court should declare that Israel was 
not entitled to defend the claims of 
foreigners, 

The Isracli representative. Mr. 
Shabtai Rosenne, called this latter 
argument * unprecedented and 
strange.” 

At the end of the hearing both 
the Israeli and Bulgarian representa- 
tives expressed the hope that friendly 
relations between the two countries 
would soon be restored. 


SHECHITA HUMANE 
Canadian Expert's View

“Sure to Meet Misfortune ” of

Jewish Communist leaders’ in 
Poland have reaffirmed in the 
strongest possible language their 
opposition to emigration to Israel. 
In an address to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Social and Cultural 
Union of Polish Jews, the President, 
Mr. Hersh Smolar, declared that as 
before “we are in absolute opposition 
to emigration.” 

Mr. Smolar called upon the mem- 
bers of the Executive to be more 
courageous and outspoken in their 
denunciation of the prevailing ten- 
dency of Jews to leave the country. 
“We are failing in our national duty 
if we do not tell Jews publicly what 
they should expect when they cross 
the frontier of a Socialist country, 
not only when they go to Israel, from 
where we have received thousands of 
letters from Jews wanting to return, 
but also if they go to other capitalist 
countries. Wherever they go they are 
sure to meet with disappointment and 
misfortune.” 


New Co-Operatives 


It would appear from the report of 
Mr. Smolar’s speech in the Warsaw 
“ Folks-Sztyme,”’ that the question of 
emigration to Israel must have come 
up at the plenary session of the 
Executive held in Warsaw earlier this 
month. Mr. Smolar’s declaration was 
clearly a reply to questions on this 
important subject. He boasted that 
the 15,000 Jews who had returned 
from the Soviet Union had now 
nearly all been absorbed and found 
means to earn a livelihood. 

Efforts, he said, are being made to 
re-create new co-operatives of a kind 
which will enable the Jews to shed 
their feeling of differences in the 
Polish community. He urged the 
need for every Jew and his family 


to see himself as a part “of the 


Socialist society in. the country.” 
Towards this end it was necessary to 
bring up the Jews “in the spirit of 
Marxist-Leninist ideology.” Mr 
Smolar emphasised that only in this 
way can the Jewish element in 
Poland be linked up with the other 
sections of society.

SOVIET JEWS ‘FACE LIQUIDATION? 


Jewish Agency Leader’s Warning

Jewish communities within the 
whole Soviet bloc, including its heart, 
the U.S.S.R., have reached the stage 
of liquidation, according to Mr. Meir 
Grossman, head of the Jewish 
Agency's Department for External 
Affairs. 

He told a gathering held in his 
honour at the Kedassia Restaurant, 
London, that all the reports which 
he received and their evaluation 
had strengthened his deep conviction 
that the Jewish communities within 
the Soviet bloc stood on the eve 
of a new epoch. This epoch would 
be marked by the liquidation of 
Jewish positions in the Communist 
countries where the réle and useful- 
ness of the Jews had now come to an 
end, as far as the ruling classes there 
were concerned. 

_ He described the process of liquida- 
tion of Jewish positions in East 
Europe as an “historical one” which 


would go on, even with interruptions 
and vacillations. “I am convinced 
that wel ¢ masses Of Jews will come 
to Israel from Eastern Europe in the 
next decade, and that by 1968 the 
Jewish population of ‘the State, 
including its natural increase, will 
rise to about three and a_ half 
million.” 

He also disclosed that any day now 
a publication in Russian would make 
its appearance in Israel. Its purpose 
was to provide information for those 
newcomers who only know that 
language, and also to serve as a link 
with those Russian-speaking Jews 
who might come to Israel later. The 
new magazine would be called “ The 
Herald of Israel” (“ Viestnik Israela,” 
in Russian).

m to Hawaii was a Torah, the 
gnificance of which “ Rosey” is said 
‘o have explained to the king. Rosen- 
berg vanished in 1889 as mysteriously 
as he had come, but pelete he 
departed he presented the king with 
the Torah and even taught him 
Hebrew and the rudiments of 
Judaism. according to one version, 
told by Bernard Postal in “ Congress 
B -Weekly 


On the king’s death Princess 
Kwankoa guarded the Torah 
zealously, permitting no “ profane ” 
hands to touch it, and even built a 
special Ark to house it. It is said to 


have been on display in the Royal 


Palace until 1907, when it was taken 
to the home of one of the royal 
family. Since then, no one has seen it. 

Actually, the first record of a Jew 
in Hawaii goes back to 1845, when 
one—his name has not been preserved 
~—wWas naturalised as a Hawaiian. 
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56, Vivian Avenue, G 
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(HEN. 7518) 


Individual Jews came to Hawai’ 
during the next four decades, but 
there are records of only twenty, 
mostly of English or German 
nationality, whose mercantile enter- 
prises brought them to the islands 
on business. 

Although the record is obscure 
there seems to have been no Jewish 
religious services in Hawaii until after 
1898, when the islands became a terri- 
tory of the United States and a num- 
ber of Jews came over from the 
mainiand to share in the business 
opportunities which were being 
opened. But while Jewish life dates 
back to the admission of Hawaii as 
a U.S.A. territory, there was actually 
no organised community life before 
the Second World War. 

The Jewish community at present 
consists mainly of American business 
men, who conduct many of the retail 
establishments ; a few Russian-Jewish 
families who came to the islands 
from Harbin, Manchuria, in the late 
1920s. and a handful of refugees from 
the Hitler terror. In addition to. the 
business men there are engineers, 
doctors, lawyers, scientists, and two 
of the better-known Labour leaders. 
Most of the Jews live on the island 
of Oaha, where the capital city of 
Honolulu is located. 

Actually the only Jewish life there 
was in Hawaii between 1920 and the 
late 1930s revolved about the Jewish 
Aloha Centre, established by the 
Jewish Welfare Board, and particu- 
larly around its director, Israel Wein- 
stein. a J.W.B. worker who can be 
called the Jewish leader. 


Military Centre 


Actually, according to Mr, Postal, 
the first Jewish organisation in 
Hawaii was the Hebrew Benevolent 
Society, founded in 1901, and it was 
this society which established the first 
Jewish cemetery—at Pearl City Junc- 
tion. 

The making of Hawaii into a major 
military and naval centre in the 
Pacific changed all that. The turning 
point in Jewish history came in 1920, 
when a Seder was organised for 
Jewish Servicemen by the Jewish Wel- 
fare Board, and a young rabbinical 
student arrived from the mainland to 
conduct it. This led to the establish- 
ment of the Aloha Centre by the 
J.W.B. in 1922. 

The Centre was set up for the 
}.W.B. by Alexander Linczer, the first 
professional Jewish communal worker 
on the islands. The first real Jewish 
roots were struck, however, when 
Israel Weinstein arrived to take over 
the Centre in 1930. He ag eer 
a small miracle in serving the Ameri- 
can Jewish Servicemen and organising 
Jewish communal life. 

The J.W.B. directors organised 
“beige! breakfasts” for the soldiers, 
held Passover sedarim, and Holy-day 
services, and arranged Onegei 
Shabbat. The purchase of new 
quarters in 1945 led to the expansion 
of the agency's work. 

The Beretania Club, as the new 
quarters. were called, was large, com- 
fortable. well appointed. Thousands 
jammed the club, coming for amuse- 
ment and recreation, but many stayed 
for services and classes. 

It was the hospitality efforts of the 
Jewish community and their active 
participation in refugee relief schemes 
which gave the Jewish population in 
Hawaii a sense of cohesion that trans- 
lated itself into a desire for permanent 
Jewish activities. Now the Jewish 
community in Hawaii can call itself 
established, and on the way to a vital 
existence.

Israel Elected to Union 
Executive 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Isracl has for the first time been 
elected to the Executive of the 
Inter-Parliamentary Union. Mr. 
Moshe Rosetti, the Clerk to the 
Knesset, said in London on his way 
home from the Union's Council 
meeting in Nice that Mr. David 
Hacohen, a Mapai Member of the 
Knesset, had been the first choice for

the three vacant places on the 
Executive, 


He stated that Israel took her 
membership of the Union, which 
now had SO Parliaments affiliated to 
it, very seriously. Up till now Isracl 
had never succeeded in being elected 
to any office in the Union, mainly 
because of the constant Arab attacks 
upon her in the Union. 

At this meeting three Executive 
vacancies had occurred, because the 
Parliaments of Iraq, Pakistan, and the 
Sudan, which had held places on the 
Executive, had ceased to exist. Isracl 
had decided to stand for election, and 
her nomination was supported by a 
number of countries, including Ceylon. 
Altogether ten countries were nomi- 
nated for the three vacant Fxecutive 
positions. “To our delight and 
surprise,” said Mr. Rosetti, “ Mr. 
David Hacohen came top of the poll.” 

Mr. Rosetti attributed this success 
to universal sympathy for Israel, 
whose standing in international bodies 
had been considerably enhanced by 
the fact that her two representatives 
—Mr. Hacohen and Dr. Yochanan 
Bader (Cherut)—had made an exccl- 
lent impression. In addition the Arab 
countries, so. many of which had lost 
their democratic institutions, were no 
longer as influential as they had been 
in the Union. 


MURDER OF JEWISH 
GIRL 


Moslem’s Confession

RABAT 

A man with a long police record, 
who escaped from prison twice last 
year, has been re-arrested by police 
here and charged with the murder of 
Miss Annette Azoulay (18), a Jewish 
girl of Rabat found dead in the 
street a few yards from her home 
early in January, 1958. 

Tahar ben Mohamed (27) was 
arrested a few days after Miss 
Azoulay was found dead with multiple 
injuries caused by being 
run over by a car. Investigations 
revealed that, after arriving in Rabat 
by train from Port Lyautey, where 
she attended a dance, she had been 
picked up by a motorist who offered 
to drive her home in the early hours 
of the morning. 

After interrogation, Tahar ben 
Mohamed confessed to attempting a 
criminal assault on the young girl. 
When she resisted, he pushed her out 
of the car while it was in motion. He 
then turned the car round and ran 
over her prostrate body. 

Only a few days after being arrested 
he succeeded in escaping from the 
police station. He was re-arrested two 
months later but after only two more 
weeks in prison, he again managed to 
escape.

ISRAEL'S YOUTH IN 
FERMENT 


From CARL LEVINE 


(a member of the Hebrew University's English Department) 


HAT do Israeli youth want 

out of life? This was a 

question which I—who 
had previously been teaching at a 
Mid-West American university— 
kept asking them. 

Often they did not know, and 
helplessly confessed to living in a 
state of confusion. But one thing 
they did know—the goals of their 
elders were not theirs. They had 
a different outlook on life, and 
different problems. 

As I came to know them better 
—in the free-for-all called class 
discussions, in individual tutorials 
where we struggled together over 
their ungrammatical, but highly 
Original, prose, in personal contacts 
outside the classroom—lI began to 
understand their problems and to 


port themselves and their families 
while they studied. Also, in con- 
trast to American college students 
whose normal programme of class 
attendance requires only -sixteen 
hours a week, students at the 
Hebrew University attend lectures 
twenty-four to twenty-six hours per 
week. Little wonder, therefore, 
that they rebelled at taking an 
additional two years of compulsory 
courses in English, after having 
had seven years of it before coming 
to the university. The same held 
true, of course, for other required 
subjects. 

Practically all my students have 
already spent two and half years in 
the army. When they come out, 
they not only feel they have a lot 
of catching up to do, but also are 
quite fed up with discipline—any

appreciate the burdens both per- 
sonal and social under which they 
were struggling. 

Tremendously important to all 
of these students was the problem 
of time—not of money, nor of 
lack of material things, but of the 
inadequacy of time to do all the 
things they wanted to do, had to 
do, in the limited hours of the day. 

To begin with, almost all of 
them worked, not just one or two 
hours a day, waiting on table in 
a fraternity house, as with the 
American students I had known, 
but four or five hours a day, six 
days a week. Many married 
students had full-time jobs, to sup-

discipline. In addition to this 
rebelliousness, there is that corro- 
sive disillusionment to which all 
young people are prey when sud- 
denly confronted with the dis- 
crepancy between the idealism 
which has been preached to them 
day in and day out since early 
childhood, and the chilling reality 
they find on every. side. 

Again and again students have 
told me, with some bitterness,

They want to live in peace, and to 
find their own way—to develop as 
best they can their own unique 
spiritual and national resources, 
whatever they may be. 

Undisciplined, opinionated, and 
cocky, bearing all the marks of 
physical and emotional insecurity, 
the young sabra_ is _ nevertheless 
intensely proud of his country and 
of himself, eager to prove that he 
can do things faster and _ better 
than anyone else in the world, 

Despite his present mood 0 
cynicism and_ rebelliousness, his 
weariness with official ideologies. 
the Israeli youth is essentially 
serious. and tough-minded. He 
knows that the country’s surviva! 
rests within his hands. As he 
reaches emotional maturity he wil 
learn that building a country, 
though less heroic than fighting for 
it, is a more enduring goal. 


RHODESIAN JEWS ARE HOPEFUL 


New Communal Buildings 


from our Correspondent 


JOHANNESBURG 

Despite the recent stormy events in 
the Central African Federation, the 
Jewish community in the two Rho- 
desias appears to be confident about 
the future. Not only are current com- 
munal activities being maintained, 
but various long-range plans for the 
erection of new communal buildings 
and institutions are being dealt with 
in a normal fashion. 

In Bulawayo the congregation held 
a special meeting to discuss the erec- 
tion of one or two new synagogues. It 
was reported at the meeting that owing 
to the growth of the population, the 
present synagogue is unable to 
accommodate all members of the 
congregation. 

Among the suggestions considered 
by the meeting was the erection of a 
new synagogue to replace the present 
one or, alternatively, the building of 
two suburban synagogues in townships 
which are populated by members of 
the community. No final decision has 
yet been made, but there is no doubt 
that one of the schemes will be 
implemented before long. 

The Bulawayo community is also 
discussing the establishment of a 
Rhodesian home for Jewish aged>-a 
project which has the support of 
Salisbury’s B'nai B'rith. A meeting 
of benevolent and welfare societies 
discussed an offer of an initial sum of 
£10,000 by a local benefactor and the 
oa_e of increasing the amount. 

itherto aged Rhodesian Jews found 
accommodation in the Aged Homes 
of Johannesburg and Cape Town, 
but this has proved unsatisfactory. 

The Salisbury community is pro- 
ceeding with the erection of a Jewish 
‘outh centre on a plot presented by 

r, B. S. Leon, Funds, age being 


raised for the erection of the building. 

The Jewish Day School of Bula- 
wayo, which was started last year 
with nine pupils, has increased its 
roll this year to 27 pupils. The 
initial success of the Bulawayo schoo] 
has prompted the Salisbury com- 
munity to consider also the establish- 
ment of a day. school, and a special 
meeting was held for that purpose. 

In the midlands area of Rhodesia 
(comprising the towns of Gwelo. Que 
Que, and Gatooma) a minister has 
been engaged. He is the Rev. Aaron 
Ehrmann, formerly of Nairobi. 

Arrangements for the appointment 
of a minister for the Copper-belt, in 
Northern Rhodesia, were held up by 
the unrest in recent months. but it is 
expected that in a few weeks’ time 
a minister will take up his duties at 
Kitwe. 

Much of the costs of the various 
communal ventures is covered by the 
Rhodesian Jewish Communal Fund. 
This fund will launch its campaign in 
June, and Mr. A. L. Easterman. 
Political Director of the World 
Jewish Congress, has been invited to 
visit Rhodesia and conduct the 
campaign.

SOCIAL WORKERS FOR EUROPE 


New Paris Institute Established 


From a Correspondent 


Paris 

The first Training Institute for 
Jewish Youth and Community Centre 
Directors to be held in Europe has 
just finished an 11-week seminar in 
Paris. Seven trainees who came here 
from varjous European countries to 
study the latest American methods of 
working with groups of young people 
will soon be on their way to jobs in 
their native lands. 

The seminar was conducted by Miss 
Deborah Miller, an American social 
worker. Its object was to train 
urgently needed directors for some 
of the Jewish community centres, 
modelled on the American pattern, 
which have been established during 
the past five years in Europe. Over 
fifty of these are now in existence in 
Belgium, France, Greece, the Nether- 
lands, Italy, Yugoslavia, Denmark, 
Norway, and Sweden. 

These centres, which have been a 
dynamic element in rebuilding Jewish 
communal life in the post-war years, 
have been inspired, guided, and partly 
financed by the American Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee, They have also 


received substantial grants from the 
Conference on Jewish Material Claims 
Against Germany. 

At the seminar theoretical instruc- 
tion in psychology, group behaviour, 


centre administration, and related sub- 
jects was reinforced by practical work 
at the Paris Centre des Jeunes. 

Mr. Henry Milstein, the director 
of the Centre des Jeunes, said that 
the European centres adapted 
American experience to the seeds of 
Europe’s Jewish communities. They 
offered a “ varied educational, cultural, 
and social programme with the aim 
of developing the capacities for 
personal growth and leadership of 
their members.” 

To be a success, he added, this type 
of centre must have trained personnel 
to direct its activities, and the need 
for new directors was so acute that 
the Training Institute would carry on. 

The French United Jewish Welfare 
Fund was now examining scholarship 
applications for the autumn seminar.

HAT do Israeli youth want 
out of life? This was a 


question which I—who 
had previously been teaching at a 
Mid-West American university— 
kept asking them. 

Often they did not know, and 
helplessly confessed to living in a 
state of confusion. But one thing 
they did know—the goals of their 
elders were not theirs. They had 
a different outlook on life, and 
different problems. 

As I came to know them better 
—in the free-for-all called class 
discussions, in individual tutorials 
where we struggled together over 
their ungrammatical, but highly 
original, prose, in personal contacts 
outside the classroom—I began to 
understand their problems and to 


port themselves and their families 
while they studied. Also, in con- 
trast to American college students 
whose normal programme of class 
attendance requires Only sixteen 
hours a week, students at the 
Hebrew University attend lectures 
twenty-four to twenty-six hours per 
week. Little wonder, therefore, 
that they rebelled at taking an 
additional two years of compulsory 
courses in English, after having 
had seven years of it before coming 
to the university. The same held 
true, of course, for other required 
subjects. 

Practically all my students have 
already spent two and half years in 
the army. When they come out, 
they not only feel they have a lot 
of catching up to do, but also are 
quite fed up with discipline—any

appreciate the burdens both per- 
sonal and social under which they 
were struggling. 

Tremendously important to all 
of these students was the problem 
of time—not of money, nor of 
lack of material things, but of the 
inadequacy of time to do all the 
things they wanted to do, had to 
do, in the limited hours of the day. 

To begin with, almost all of 
them worked, not just one or two 
hours a day, waiting on table in 
a fraternity house, as with the 
American students I had known, 
but four or five hours a day, six 
days a week. Many married 
students had full-time jobs, to sup-

SOCIAL WORKERS FOR EUROPE 


New Paris Institute Established 


From a Correspondent 


Paris 

The first Training Institute for 
Jewish Youth and Community Centre 
Directors to be held in Europe has 
just finished an 11-week seminar in 
Paris. Seven trainees who came here 
from various European countries to 
study the latest American methods of 
working with groups of youag people 
will soon be on their way to jobs in 
their native lands. 

The seminar was conducted by Miss 
Deborah Miller, an American social 
worker. Its object was to train 
urgently needed directors for some 
of the Jewish community centres, 
modelled on the American pattern, 
which have been established during 
the past five years in Europe. Over 
fifty of these are now in existence in 
Belgium, France, Greece, the Nether- 
lands, Italy, Yugoslavia, Denmark, 
Norway, and Sweden. 

These centres, which have been a 
dynamic element in rebuilding Jewish 
communal life in the post-war years, 
have been guided, and partly 
financed by the American Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee, They have also 
received substantial grants from the 
Conference on Jewish Material Claims 
Against Germany. 

At the seminar theoretical instruc- 
tion in psychology, group behaviour, 


centre administration, and related sub- 
jects was reinforced by practical work 
at the Paris Centre des Jeunes, 

Mr. Henry Milstein, the director 
of the Centre des Jeunes, said that 
the European centres adapted 
American experience to the seeds of 
Europe’s Jewish communities. They 
offered a “ varied educational, cultural, 
and social programme with the aim 
of developing the capacities for 
personal growth and leadership of 
their members.” 

To be a success, he added, this type 
of centre must have trained personnel 
to direct its activities, and the need 
for new directors was so acute that 
the Training Institute would carry on. 

The French United Jewish Welfare 
Fund was now examining scholarship 
applications for the autumn seminar. 
One Jewish girl from England had 
already been accepted and they hoped 
that other Jewish social workers from 
Britain would participate.

“For over three weeks now "— 
the report continued—* the people 
of Warsaw have been witnesses 
fo a systematic burning down of 
se alter house in the Ghetto. 
There are days when the sky over 
the city 1s covered with dense 
smoke forming a_ thick cloud. 
The flames at night-time are 
iIrightening, 
In the opinion of experts the 
lire in the Ghetto is the biggest 


that has ever been seen in 
Europe, and the mass destruction 
never before experienced in the 
history of mankind.” 

After giving other details of 
the damage caused by the fighting 
in the non-Jewish areas adjoining 
the scene of the battle, the report 
describes in horrifying details 
some of the bestialities committed 
by the Germans on the helpless 
Jewish population. 

“The Germans carry on this 
battle against the Jews in an 
extremely brutal manner, com- 
mitting unbelievable crimes and 
atrocities. Whenever they reach 
a Jewish hiding place they kill 
everyone on the spot. In the pro- 
visional Jewish hospital organised 
by the Jewish partisan units in 
Franetszkanska Street, they shot 
all the Jewish patients where they 


were lying. Many Jews are burnt 
alive in the flames. | 
* 


“The Germans do not allow 
the Jews to escape from the burn- 
mg houses. They drive them back 
mto the flames and frequently 
throw on the fire those who 
manage to get out. Members of 
the fire brigade working in the 
Ghetto are not allowed to help 
the Jews seeking to escape from 
the burning houses. The Germans 
forbid the firemen to pour water 
on Jews suffering im the flames 
or on those who atienmpt to 
escape with their clothes on fire. 

“From among the Jews who, 
in despair because of the uneven 
ficht. seek to surrender, the Ger- 
mans select only the fittest. All 
others are killed on the spot. 
According to reliable reports 
there have been cases where the 
Germans used poison gas to kill 
Jews hiding m the cellars. ~ 

“Polish firemen sometimes 
suffer nervous shock after witness-. 
ing terrible scenes of Jewish 
women and children throwing 
themselves out from the burning 
houses into the street, and seeing 
Germans murdering small chil- 
dren. Here is one scene: In the 
window of the fourth floor of a 
burning house, a Jewish mother 
almost mad with fear appeared 
with her two children by her side. 
She threw down one, who was 


instantly killed. The second 
child, terrified, clung to its 
mother, refusing to be thrown 


down on to the street. After a 
struggle both mother and child, 
with the flames already licking 
them, fell to the pavement. 
“And here is another scene: 
a group of young Jewish girls 
suddenly appeared high above in 
the window of a burning house. 
One of them jum to the pave- 
ment and was killed. The others 
hesitated. Several armed S5. 
men ran towards the house where 
the Jewish girls were standing. 
calling: ‘Come down, come 
down,’ and when the girls jumped 
to their death the S.S. men and 
some German women who were 
with them loudly applauded.”

AID FOR ISRAEL’S 
REFUGEES 


Congressman’s Proposal 
WASHINGTON 

A Republican member of Congress, 
Mr. James G. Fulton, has announced 
that he preparing legislation 
whereby the United States govern- 
ment would match United Jewish 
Appeal funds earmarked for the 
resettlement of Jewish refugees in 
Isracl. He said that Israel was 
relieving the world refugee problem 
and should be aided by the United 
States. 

At a meeting of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, Mr. Fulton said that 
under the proposed legislation, the 
U.S.A. government would distribute 
at least $50 million for refugee relief. 
He proposed that this distribution 
should be made according to a new 
formula, whereby the Government 
would match contributions of organi- 
sations aiding refugee relief, possibly 
on the basis of ome dollar from the 
Government for every two raised by 
the organisation, 

The same arrangement would be 
available to private or Arab govern- 
ment undertaki to relieve Arab 
refugees. The scheme would be part 
of American participation in World 
Refugee Year.—{J.T.A.)

Officially named itself the 
“ Hebrew Congregation of New- 


foundiand ” in 1923, a piece of 
land for use as a cemetery was 
purchased in 1912. One of the 
features about the origins of 
Jewish communities the 
emphasis placed on the Chevra 
Kadisha. It is often the case 
that a plot of land for a ceme- 
tery iS purchased before a syna- 
gogue is built,

Inevitably, in'so small a com- 
munity in such an isolated part 
of the world, there was a high 
proportion of marriages out of 
the faith, with the result that the 
children of early Jewish settlers 
did not become Jews. This 
trend continues to this very day. 


Between 1910 and 1923 the 
problem of acquiring a spiritual 
leader and teacher. and of main- 
taining one, was exceedingly 
difficult. A “Rabbi's Assess- 
ment Fund” was set up to 
handle this problem, and during

the days of the world depression 
in the 1930s help was given to 
this fund by British sources. 

During all this time Jewish 
education was both sporadic and 
poor. But by 1932 the position 
had improved sufficiently to 
enable a synagogue to be built. 
The building also included a 
home for the community's 
spiritual leader. 


A quarter of a century later 
a new synagogue was built and 
ready for Rosh Hashana services 
in 1958. By this time the com- 
munity consisted of 55 families, 
with 17 children of Hebrew 
school age in four distinct class 
groups, and a_ kindergarten 
group of six, with a Hebrew 
school teacher. This new syna- 
gogue has created a very good 
impression in St. John’s and has 
received favourable comments in 
all circles, so much so that in 
the November issue of the 
“Canadian Architect"—a maga- 
zine devoted distinctive 
architecture—there were three 
photographs of the building. 


* 


There are always problems in 
maintaining so small a com- 


munity in a relatively isolated 
part of the world. It is not easy 
to acquire a spiritual leader or 
a trained teacher. It is difficult 
to maintain an active leadership 
and to keep the community con- 
scious of its heritage and eager 
to maintain tradition, but the 
attempt has been made, and con- 
tinues to be made, and in the 
past twelve years the community 
has grown to meet its responsi- 
bilities. The ratio of young 
people, and particularly young 
married people, to older people 
is better, and the leadership has 
gradually been transferred to 
them. 


A spirit of optimism runs 
through the community, and 
although it is never likely to be 
a large one, and the basic prob- 
lems will always be present, 
there is every reason to believe 
that it will continue quietly and 
sincerely to maintain the true 
tenets of the Jewish faith. 


CITRUS BOARD

The Citrus Marketing Board has 
announced its intention of continuing 
its fight with the Israeli treasury to 
get a better exchange rate for the 
foreign currency it earns. 

Recently the Board was granted an 
increased exchange rate of 1£2.16 to 
the dollar—previously it had been 
1£2.05-—but the citrus growers are 
demanding the same rate as is given 
to industrial exporters—namely 1£2.6 
to the dollar. 

The citrus trade has been hard hit 
this season by lower prices obtained 
abroad. Although more cases of citrus 
fruit were sold, about I£10 million less 
was obtained.

What Israel Can ‘Teach 
the World 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


I have interviewed many distin- 
guished visitors on their return from 
Isracl and have become accustomed 
to their praise of the Jewish State and 
its people. But the comment I heard 
in Hobart House, the headquarters 
of the National Coal Board, was quite 
novel and unexpected. “It is high 
time that the non-Jews, too, built a 
country like Israel.” 

The comment came from the 


Dr. Bronowski 


Director of the Board's Scientific 
Research Establishment, Dr. Jacob 
Bronowsk:. Accompanied by his wite, 
he made his first tour of Isracl, and 
after a stay of three weeks he found 
the country and its people entirely 
different from what he expected, 

* | imagined that | should find there 
people very much pre-occupied with 
the tragedies and difficulties of the 
past, their escape from persecution, or 
embittered by the last years of the 
British Administration. found 
instead that no one in Israel lives in 
the past at all; it is a country where 
everyone seems to be interested in 
what he is doing now or in what he ts 
going to do. It is the most forward- 
looking people I have ever scen. 

“1 also expected to meet a lot of 
recognisable Jewish types—like you 
and me.” he told me. “ Instead I met 
an extraordinary amalgam of people 
who get on very well together because 
they call themselves Jews without 
anvone else calling * Jew after them.” 
This, he added, makes for quite a 
different attitude to life. 

He described Israel as a wonderful 
experiment. not only a Jewish experi- 
ment but a human one. He added: 
“]T come from a very Orthodox back- 
ground, and since I regard the Jewish 
religion as a very humane religion | 
find it quite natural that it should be 
Jews who should be making that 
experiment. It is high time that the 
non-Jews. too, built a country like 
that. a country that will say to people 
knocking at its gates: come in to work 
and to live here in freedom.” 

Dr. Bronowski, who interests are as 
wide as his erudition, did not go to 
Israel to study or assess her scientific 
research. He went on the invitation 
of Youth Aliyah te attend its silver 
jubilee conference.

Mr. Ben-Gurion’s Declaration

JERUSALEM 

The Bible must remain Israel's 
moral guide, Mr. Ben-Gurion said at 
the opening of the seventh national 
Bible conference in Jerusalem. 
Science in all its branches remained 
one of the mainstays of Israel’s cul- 
ture and existence, he said, but 
science could only say “how” and 
not “ what.” 

The new modern attitude which 
ruled out the Bible in the name of 
progress would not diminish by one 
iota Israel’s love of the Bibie. the 
Premier declared. The support given 


to the Bible conferences was prcof 


of this attachment. 


More than 2,000 people from all 
parts of Israel came to Jerusalem for 
the four-day conference. During this 
time, 47 learned papers on this year’s 
subject—the books of Jeremiah and 
Ezekiel—were read. » 

The subjects of the papers did not 
deal only with the contents of these 
books and their interpretation, but 
also with the language of the period, 
contemporary customs, the 
historical background. A summary 
of the proceedings was broadcast each 
evening on Israel radio, 

“The Land and the Book,” Mr. 
Ben-Gurion told the delegates, ‘“ are 
twin parts of your nation.” Since 


returning to the land, they had wit- 
nessed an encouraging and fascinating 
vision of ever greater Bible know- 
ledge in widening circles, he added. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion has always taken 
a very keen interest in Bible study. 
A Bible study circle organised by the 
Israel Society for Biblical Research 
has been meeting at the Premier's 
house regularly over the past year. 
He followed the Bible quiz last 
summer with great enthusiasm, and 
told the winner, Amos Chacham, that 
the quiz had been the “ most impor- 
tant part of the Tenth Anniversary 
celebrations.”

ELECTION

In a statement adopted at the end 
of the Mapai national conference, the 
party reaffirmed that the purpose of 
the Labour movement was to facilitate 
the creation of a classless society in 
Israel, in order to absorb immigrants 
and abolish communal] differences 
between workers, 

The statement, which was adopted 
as the party's election platform for 
the forthcoming Histadrut clections, 
added that within the Histadrut, 
Mapai would continue to assure 
workers of a living, while keeping 
national needs foremost. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion declared in his 
speech to the conference that the unity 
of the three Israel Labour parties- 
Mapai. Achdut Avodah. and Mapam 

was a “ historical necessity.” 

In one aspect. the Mapai con- 
ference did reflect the predicament 
into which the internal affairs of 
Mapai have fallen. A recent survey 
of Mapai’s membership showed that 
25 per cent of the 172,000 persons 


‘holding party cards were less than 


30 years of age: 20 per cemt were 
between 30 and 40: and 55 per cent 
over 40, Eighteen per cent of the 
present members had belonged to the 
narty before the State .came into 
being: 30 per cent joined between 
1949 and 1953 (the vears of real mass 
immigration): and S52 per cent since 
1984, 

The trouble which was arred. but 
not disposed of, at a recent series of 
debates at Kfar Hayarok was the 
struggle for leadership. The present 
leaders of the party almost all belong 
to the S$ per cent who are well over 
40 and the 18 per cent who were 
there before the State was proclaimed. 

But there is a middle. generation 
of men and women in their fortes.

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THE EUROPEAN 
DISASTER 


THE anniversary of the battle of 
the Warsaw Ghetto is an occasion 
which for many requires an effort 
to remember, while it rivets the 
attention and haunts the memories 
of a_ few. The unparalleled 
Slaughter caused by two world 
wars has become a commonplace. 
Small wonder, then, that the heroic 
stand of the remnant in the War- 
saw Ghetto, or even the destruction 
of the innocent millions of which 
the slaughter of that remnant is 
the most vivid single reminder, is 
something from which many. in 
mingled cynicism and boredom, 
avert their gaze to concentrate on 
the more pleasing things of the 
world. 

Yet it is our duty to remember. 
The cry of those who, not for any 
fault of their own, were marked 
out for mass slaughter should 
ring in our ears. In pride and 
sadness we should commemorate 
the battle of the Warsaw Ghetto 
because, though even standing 
alone it is a terrible event in Jewish 
history, it is in fact but a high 
point in the martyrdom of Euro- 
pean Jewry at the hands of the 
Nazis. The destruction of the 
Second Temple, which is com- 
memorated in the Jewish calendar 
by the Fast of the Ninth of Ab, 
was a catastrophe of no greater 
dimension, and it would-—only be 
proper were a day set apart for 
the solemn commemoration of the 
churban experienced in our own 
times. 


Though we need not apologise 
for thinking first of our own kin, 
these events have a wider signifi- 
cance for humanity. The Nazi 
extermination policy shows that 
technical proficiency does not 
mean that civilisation runs deep. 
It reminds us that the brutal 
instincts in man can easily gain 
the upper hand, and are made more 
devilish by the. techniques of 
material advance. “. . . the fire 
in the ghetto is the biggest that 
has ever been seen in Europe,” 
wrote an eyewitness whose con- 
temporary report is quoted in this 
issue. Nearly three years earlier, 
after the fall of France, Sir Winston 
Churchill gave a warning of the 
danger that the whole world would 
“sink into the abyss of a new Dark 
Age, made more sinister and per- 
haps more prolonged by the lights 
of a perverted science. Those 
were the lights which set the ghetto 


ablaze and nearly engulfed the 
world. In noting this sombre anni- 


versary we Jews can remind our- 
selves and our fellow men of the 
concepts of the supremacy of the 
moral law and the sanctity of 
the human personality. It was 
against them that the Nazis hurled 
their armed might. Their demial 
still threatens . civilisation with 
“the abyss of a new Dark Age.” 


ACADEMIC FREEDOM 


THE statement by the South 
African Jewish Board of Deputies 
expressing concern at the abolition 
of the conscience clause for the 
new Bantu University will evoke 
echoes among Jews throughout the 
Commonwealth and English-speak- 


ing world. The South African 
Jewish community as such has 


scrupulously refrained from adopt- 
ing any position on political ques- 
tions, the colour problem included. 
though of course many Jews are 
involved and indeed prominent in 
South African politics as_ indivi- 
duals. The strong reaction of the 
Deputies in this instance is thus all 
the more significant. It evidently 
expresses their apprehension that, 
although the new measure is not 
applicable to Jews as such, it may 
well act as the thin end of the 
wedge. Once the principle were 
adopted that. the staff of one 
university must be Christians, its 
imposition elsewhere might be 
facilitated. The Board has there- 
fore adopted the principle of a 
“fence sound discrimination.” It 
iS sincerely to be hoped that the 
representations of the South 
African Board will be successful in 
removing a restriction on academic 
freedom and an incipient danger to 
the liberties of religious minorities 
gencrally. 


YOUTH AND RELIGION 


THe lack of commitment to 
Judaism on the part of a large 
proportion of Jewish youth was 
the dismal theme which ran 
through the annual conference of 
the Association for Jewish Youth 
and which also emerged at a youth 


forum held in Manchester. It con- 
firms the view that the 
interestedness expressed by the 


young writers interviewed in these 
columns recently, represents a 
malaise which extends beyond the 


confines of bohemia. And, not- 
withstanding the more roseate 
picture presented by the learned 


Principal of Jews College, the 
symptoms uncovered at the A.J.Y. 
Conference are fairly widespread. 
What needs to be fought ts not 
merely the seductive influences of 
the non-Jewish environment but 
an upbringing in homes from 
which the spirit of Judaism is 
largely absent. It is obvious that 
vouth clubs, contrary to their 
original purpose, must be geared fo 
supply what is lacking in the homes. 
To this end they need managers 
who themselves feel a strong com- 
mitment to Judaism. Hence there 
was sound sense in the recommen- 
dation of the A.J.Y. Conference 
that a training course for managers 
be instituted. These desiderata will 
by no means solve the problem, but 
they will show an awareness that 
it needs to be tackled, and out of 
that awareness the other lines of 
attack will proceed. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


THe pros and cons of a public 
school education can be debated 
at length, but while it remains a 
feature of our educational system 
Jews will wish to take advantage 
of it and there will be a ‘need 
to cater for Jewish religious 
requirements. Though most public 
schools are ecclesiastical founda- 
tions and have a_pronouncedly 
Christian orientation, many head- 
masters . allow Jewish _ religious 
tuition, but this is a matter of con- 
cession and the results are often 
unsatisfactory. The desire to com- 
bine a public school education 
with a sound Jewish upbringing ts 
commendable and has led to the 
setting up of Jewish Houses at some 
public schools and, more recently, 
to the establishment of Carmel 
College. Within a few years the 
pioneers of Carmel College have 
achieved considerable success, and 
in due course it should take its 
place among the recognised public 
schools. But because of the pres- 
sure of numbers and the attraction 
of well-known names there is still 
a place for Jewish Houses at old- 
established schools. Several of 
these have existed at various times, 
but at present only the well-known 
Polack’s House at Clifton survives. 
As is pointed out in a letter printed 
in these columns, this cannot satisfy 
the demand for places, and the 
need to establish similar Houses in 
other schools is real. The backing 
of Jewish parents and the good 
will of a Christian school are 
essential, though to find a house- 
master of the right type may be 
difficult. But the eflort is one 
which deserves to succeed. 
STRATEGY OF DEFENCE 

AT the annual meeeting of the 
Association of Jewish Ex-Service- 
men old soldiers smelt battle once 
again when the deficiencies of the 
Board of Deputies were uncovered. 
Mosley had denied that he was 
antisemitic, and the Board was 
rapped over the knuckles for being 
unable to produce information that 
would deny the denial. The issue 
is, of itself, of no great importance, 
but it revealed some disquiet as 
to the efficiency of the defence 
machinery of the Board of 
Deputies. This is partly due to 
staffing difficulties, for the Secretary 
of the Defence Committee died 
over a year ago, but the difficulties 
caused by this vacancy may be 
eased somewhat when a recently 
appointed official takes up his 
duties. Vigilance in watching for 
signs of the growth of bigotry is 
essential, and the motives of Ajex 
in seeking to prevent the revival of 
fascist antisemitism are of the best. 
Yet good generals do not subordi- 
nate all considerations of strategy 
to the desire to be up and fighting 
something, and even on the field of 
battle soldiers have been ordered 
to hold their fire till they can see 
the whites of their enemies’ eyes. 


One wonders whether Mosley and 
his followers could wish for any- 
thing better than the free advertise- 
ment which emotional reactions 
would give them. Under present 
conditions quarantine treatment 
may be the most effective 
prescription. 


A FRIEND OF THE JEWS 
Dr. ADFNAUER'S decision to 
relinquish the post of Federal 
Chancellor for that of President 
has aroused lively and mixed com- 
ment from the diplomatic and 
political standpoint. From the 
Jewish point of view his tenure ol 
office has been worthy of unmixed 
praise and gratitude. The Chancellor 
himself was the initiator and driv- 
ing force of the Reparations and 
Restitution agreements earmarking 
hundreds of millions of pounds for 
Israel and individual Jews. He never 
hesitated to fight openly against 
antisemitism by legislation, by his 
influence on the machinery of law, 
and by the active re-education of 
German youth and schoolchildren. 
The Chancellor has been directed 
in these policies not by calculations 
of political benefit but primarily 
by moral considerations and the 


statesman’s belief that the real 
interests of his nation are best 
served by morality. His incum- 


bency of office is widely believed 
to constitute a turning point in 
German history in this as in other 
respects; we sincerely hope and 
pray that his moral example will 
continue to inspire German 
policies. 


B.B.C.’s ERROR 

TOLERANCE is a principle that 
belongs to the very fabric of the 
British way of life. It is deeply 


cherished by national sentiment 
as an essential concomitant of 
democratic freedom. But the 


practice of tolerance does not 
imply licence to destroy the very 
foundation of tolerance itself. That 
would indeed be a perverse and 
iniquitous interpretation of _ its 
meaning. The history of our times 
furnishes terrible examples of the 
dread consequences that follow 
when the basic sanctions of civi- 
lised life fail to be protected. No 
plea of tolerance can_ therefore 
justify the action of the B.B.C. in 
including in its television “ Pano- 
rama” feature last Monday even- 
ing a highly objectionable item on 
race relations. It was a serious 
error for a national institution like 
the B.B.C. to provide a public plat- 
form for the exposition of the 
pernicious racial doctrines of an 
organisation calling itself the White 
Defence League. The attacks 
which were made upon coloured 
people, Cypriots, Jews, and others 
should never have been allowed 
under the sponsorship of the B.B.C. 
Whatever the context and what- 
ever the opportunities given for 
reply, the irresponsible provision 
of facilities to disseminate this 
venomous stuff must have done 
irreparable mischief.

FXAMINATION AT THE Jews’ COLLEGI 


SCHOOL.——-On Sunday last the exami- 
nation -of the pupils of the Jews’ 
College School, Finsbury Square, 


took place under the presidency of 
the Rev. the Chief Rabbi. It was 
the first since the change in the head- 
mastership. 
The beginning was made by one of 
the boys reciting a Hebrew poem. 
The acquaintance of the bovs with 
Hebrew grammar, the original text 
of the Bible. translation of the 
prayer-book, Biblical history, and 
religion was then tested by various 
questions, some being put by the 
teachers, and others by the Rev. 
the Chief Rabbi. The examination 
of the Latin, French, and German 
languages were then proceeded 
with. The examination in English, 
likewise preceded by a recitation. 
then followed. The concluding 
branches were formed by history, 
geography, and mathematics. Copy- 
S, contaming specimens of the 
boys’ book-keeping, were handed 
round; on the table lay several 
accurate maps, drawn by the pupils, 
and on the walls hung several 
rematkably well-executed drawings, 
the productions of the same boys. 
The examination was conducted by 
the Chief Rabbi and teachers, as 
none of the visitors, despite the 
repeated invitations of the presi- 
dent, would put any questions,

PLEA FOR COLOURED 
CHILDREN 


Sir,—There are in Jewish institu- 
tions in this country illegitimate 
children who, by Jewish Law, are 
entitled to full membership of our 
community, and within these Homes 
they are taught to regard themselves 
as normal Jews. 


But the experience of many such 
children belies these teachings, for few 
homes are prepared to accept them 
on any but patronising terms. Those 
who are not available for adoption 
or fostering are relegated eventually 
to a position of social mferiority, and 
they usually react by discarding 
Judaism and the Jewish community. 
But disturbing as is the position for 
illegitimate white children, it is more 
so for the coloured Jewish ones, the 
number of whom would appear to be 


increasing. 
Because of the many traumatic 
experiences that such children 


invariably suffer, it is not surprising 
that some develop personality dis- 
orders. But these are not inherited 
and they are capable of considerable 
modification if the children were 
nurtured in a sympathetic home 
environment. One such boy who was 
brought up in early childhood in a 
home for Jewish children is now 
residing in a Christian home because 
no Jewish family has been found pre- 
pared to accept the challenge, and 
there is no Jewish hostel able to cater 
for adolescent boys of this type. 
There are other coloured children 
who are being brought up in Jewish 
homes, but, unless suitable provision 
is made for their future, their fate, 
too, will mock at the efforts to train

The following week Miss Lily 
Montagu drew attention to the resolu- 
tion on H-bombs, adopted by the 
World Union for Progressive Judaism 
n July, 1997. 

It is almost four years since Dayan 
Grunfeld, in a striking article in your 
issue of July 15, 1955, entitled 
“Religion and the ‘H-bomb,’” 
appealed for the convening of “a 
world conference of the most 
renowned religious leaders of all 
denominations trom both sides of the 
lron Curtain for the purpose of 
releasing the pent-up religious and 
Spiritual energy of the world’s popu- 
lauion in order to stop man from 
going down in universal death.” 

| have every reason for knowing 
that but for the advice of his doctor 
Dayan Grunfeld, one of the sponsors 
of the campaign, would have joined 
the march. 

At the same time I ‘think it wrong 
to suggest that our religious leaders 
as a whole are less aware of the 
nuclear dilemma (which, as Dayan 
Grunfeld pointed out, is in essence 
a religious problem) than the non- 
Jewish clergy.

I refer to its continuous 
formative influence over the years 
on young people who passed 
through or came in contact with 
others who had passed through its 
ranks. Habonim supplemented 
their inadequate or often negligible 
Jewish education and made them 
aware of and proud of their Jewish 
heritage. Habonim is also proud 
that some 3,000 of its “ graduates “ 
are now in Isracl, in towns and on 
kibbutzim. They represent a large 
proportion of British aliya (emigra- 
tion), high in quality and diverse 
in influence, many occupying 
important Government positions. 

In the British community, too, 
the rdle of Habonim has surely 
been significant, with its training 
for responsibility and leadership, its 
attachment to Jewish history and 
moral values of the highest order, 
and its profound understanding of 
and sympathy with Zionism. 


Looking Forward 


And if we look forward, neither 
the direction nor the purpose of 
Habonim need change. Their task 
in fighting undeniable apathy and 
indifference to Jewish matters in the 


Anglo-Jewish community still 
both vital and urgent. 
One of the most important 


aspects of Habonim is its indepen- 
dence of any fixed dogma, be it 
political or religious. It has 
achieved this without abandoning 
kashrut or inherent respect for 
Jewish tradition. In this sophisti- 
cated and cynical age this fact 
places Habonim jin a unique posi- 
tion to influence Jewish youth, to 
replace ignorance by the seeds of 
Jewish knowledge, while yet allow- 
ing freedom of conscience and 
choice for its members. | 

It is the careful planting of these 
“seeds ” among Jewish youngsters 
that will surely revitalise and enrich 
Jewish life both here and in Israel. 

In its work Habonim needs the 
help and support of British Jewry

Fast End Origins 


The above ts an extract from a 
letter written to THE J&wisH 
CHRONICLE in June, 1958, by Jack 
Rosen, one of my very first Bonim, 
and when I was invited to write tor 
the Habonim Supplement on “ Ihe 
First Gedud Jack's letter came to 
my mind, and I felt that by way of 
introduction | could not improve 
on it. Yes, Habonim, like much 
that was best in Anglo-Jewry, was 
born in the East End of London, 
and between the “drab walls” ol 
my father’s cheder, which since the 
turn of the century was the mode! 
of all private chedarim, the seeds 
of Habonim were planted, and it 
was my great privilege to have been 
the first Rosh Gedud Trumpeldor. 

I had spent four . successive 
summers (1926-29) camping with a 
French scouting movement at 
Colleville-sur-Mer and i was here 
that I saw what a wondertul instru- 
ment scouting was with which to 
imbue Jewish youth both with a 
love of the open air and also with 
a love for Jewish culture and Israel. 
One of my dearest friends there, 
a Hungarian boy called Loci, who 
had suffered much anti- 
semitism in his homeland, was 
imbued with a wonderful 
Chalutzic spirit. Loci, who had a 
particularly pleasant tenor voice, 
was always singing the poignant 
song of the hero Trumpeldor who 
gave his life in the defence of 
Tel-Hai. 


A New Organisation 


In England I joined a Jewish 
scout troop, but soon found that 
B.P. Scouting, although a wonder- 
ful universal movement, was too 
rigid and unable to accept any of 
the “French” ideas I tried to 
introduce. There was no other 
bereira, but to start a new move- 
ment. Scouting was to be its 
framework, but its foundation and 
pillars were to be the education of 
our Jewish youth to the thorough 
appreciation of our Jewish heri-

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THE EUROPEAN 
DISASTER 


THE anniversary of the battle of 
the Warsaw Ghetto is an occasion 
which for many requires an effort 
to remember, while it rivets the 
attention and haunts the memories 
of few. The unparalleled 
Slaughter caused by two world 
wars has become a commonplace. 
Small wonder, then, that the heroic 
stand of the remnant in the War- 
saw Ghetto, or even the destruction 
of the innocent millions of which 
the slaughter of that remnant is 
the most vivid single reminder, is 
something from which many. in 
mingled cynicism and boredom, 
avert their gaze to concentrate on 
the more pleasing things of the 
world. 

Yet it is our duty to remember. 
The cry of those who, not for any 
fault of their own, were marked 
out for mass slaughter should 
ring in our ears. In pride and 
sadness we should commemorate 
the battle of the Warsaw Ghetto 
because, though even standing 
alone it is a terrible event in Jewish 
history, it is in fact but a high 
point in the martyrdom of Euro- 
pean Jewry at the hands of the 
Nazis. The destruction of the 
Second Temple, which is com- 
memorated in the Jewish calendar 
by the Fast of the Ninth of Ab. 
was a catastrophe of no greater 
dimension, and it would-only be 
proper were a day set apart for 
the solemn commemoration of the 
churban experienced in our own 
times. 


Though we need not apologise 
for thinking first of our own kin, 
these events have a wider signifi- 
cance for humanity. The Nazi 
extermination policy shows that 
technical -proficiency not 
mean that civilisation runs deep. 
It reminds us that the brutal 
instincts in man can easily gain 
the upper hand, and are made more 
devilish by the techniques of 
material advance. “. . . the fire 
in the ghetto is the biggest that 
has ever been seen in Europe,” 
wrote an eyewitness whose con- 
temporary report is quoted’ in this 
issue. Nearly three years earlier, 
after the fall of France, Sir Winston 
Churchill gave a warning of the 
danger that the whole world would 
* sink into the abyss of a new Dark 
Age, made more sinister and per- 
haps more prolonged by the lights 
of a perverted science. Those 
were the lights which set the ghetto 
ablaze and nearly engulfed the 
world. In noting this sombre anni- 
versary we Jews can remind our- 
selves and our fellow men of the 
concepts of the supremacy of the 
moral law and the sanctity of 
the human personality. It was 
against them that the Nazis hurled 
their armed might. Their denial 
still threatens civilisation with 
“the abyss of a new Dark Age.” 


ACADEMIC FREEDOM 


THE statement by the South 
African Jewish Board of Deputies 
expressing concern at the abolition 
of the conscience clause for -the 
new Bantu University will. evoke 
echoes among Jews throughout the 
Commonwealth and English-speak- 


ing world. The South African 
Jewish community as such has 


scrupulously refrained from adopt- 
ing any position on political ques- 
tions, the colour problem included. 
though of course many Jews are 
involved and indeed prominent in 
South African politics indivi- 
duals. The strong reaction of the 
Deputies in this instance is thus all 
the more significant. It evidently 
expresses their apprehension that, 
although the new measure is not 
applicable to Jews as such, it may 
well act as the thin end of the 
wedge. Once the principle were 
adopted that the staff of one 
university must be Christians, its 
imposition elsewhere might be 
facilitated. The Board has there- 
fore adopted the principle of a 
“fence sound discrimination.” It 
is sincerely to be hoped that the 
representations of the South 
African Board will be successful in 
removing a restriction on academic 
freedom and an incipient danger to 
the liberties of religious minorities 
generally.

YOUTH AND RELIGION 


THe lack of commitment to 
Judaism on the part of a large 
proportion of Jewish youth was 
the dismal theme which ran 
through the annual conference of 
the Association for Jewish Youth 
and which also emerged at a youth 


forum held in Manchester. It con- 
firms the view that the dis- 
interestedness expressed by the 


young writers interviewed in these 
columns recently, represents a 
malaise which extends beyond the 


confines of bohemia. And, not- 
withstanding the more roseate 
picture presented by the learned 


Principal of Jews’ College, the 
symptoms uncovered at the A.JY. 
Conference are fairly widespread. 
What needs to be fought is not 
merely the seductive influences of 
the non-Jewish environment but 
an upbringing in homes from 
which the spirit of Judaism 1s 
largely absent. It is obvious that 
youth clubs, contrary to their 
original purpose, must be geared fo 
supply what is lacking in the homes. 
To this end they need managers 
who themselves feel a strong com- 
mitment to Judaism. Hence there 
was sound sense in the recommen- 
dation of the A.J.Y. Conference 
that a training course for managers 
be instituted. These desiderata will 
by no means solve the problem, but 
they will show an awareness that 
it needs to be tackled, and out of 
that awareness the other lines of 
attack will proceed. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

THE pros and cons of a public 
school education can be debated 
at length. but while it remains a 
feature of our educational system 
Jews will wish to take advantage 


of it and there will be a _ need 
to cater for Jewish _ religious 
requirements. Though most public 


schools are ecclesiastical founda- 
tions and have a_pronouncedly 
Christian orientation, many head- 
masters _ allow Jewish _ religious 
tuition, but this is a matter of con- 
cession and the results are often 
unsatisfactory. The desire to com- 
bine a public school education 
with a sound Jewish upbringing ts 
commendable and has led to the 
setting up of Jewish Houses at some 
public schools and, more recently, 
to the establishment 
College. Within a few years the 
pioneers of Carmel College have 
achieved considerable success, and 
in due course it. should take its 
place among the recognised public 
schools. But because of the pres- 
sure of numbers and the attraction 
of well-known names there is still 
a place for Jewish Houses at old- 
established schools. Several of 
these have existed at various times, 
but at present only the well-known 
Polack’s House at Clifton survives. 
As is pointed out in a letter printed 
in these columns, this cannot satisfy 
the demand for places, and the 
need to establish similar Houses in 
other schools is real. The backing 
of Jewish parents and the good 
will of a Christian school are 
essential, though to find a house- 
master of the right type may be 
difficult. But the eflort is one 
which deserves to succeed. 


STRATEGY OF DEFENCE 
AT the annual meeeting of the 
Association of Jewish Ex-Service- 
men old soldiers smelt battle once 
again when the deficiencies of the 
Board of Deputies were uncovered. 
Mosley had denied that he was 
antisemitic, and the Board was 
rapped over the knuckles for being 
unable to produce information that 
would deny the denial. The issue 
is, of itself, of no great importance, 
but it revealed some disquiet as 
to the efficiency of the defence 
machinery of the Board of 
Deputies. This is partly due to 
Staffing difficulties, for the Secretary 
of the Defence Committee died 
over a year ago, but the difficulties 
caused by this vacancy may be 
eased somewhat when. a recently 
appointed official takes up his 
duties. Vigilance in watching for 
signs of the growth of bigotry is 
essential, and the motives of Ajex 
in seeking to prevent the revival of 
fascist antisemitism are of the best. 
Yet good generals do not subordi- 
nate all considerations of strategy 
to the desire to be up and fighting 
something, and even on the field of 
battle soldiers have been ordered 
to hold their fire till they can see 
the whites of their enemies’ eyes.

A FRIEND OF THE JEWS 


Dr. ApDENAUER’S decision to 
relinquish the post of | ederal 
Chancellor for that of President 


has aroused lively and mixed com- 
ment from the diplomatic and 
political standpoint. From the 
Jewish point of view his tenure ol 
office has been worthy of unmixed 
praise and gratitude. The ¢ hancellor 
himself was the initiator and driv- 
ing force of the Reparations and 
Restitution ggreements earmarking 
hundreds of millions of pounds for 
Israel and individual Jews. He neve! 
hesitated to fight openly against 
antisemitism by legislation, by his 
influence on the machinery of law. 
and by the active re-education of 
German youth and schoolchildren. 
The Chancellor has been directed 
in these policies not by calculations 
of political benefit but primarily 
by moral considerations and the 


statesman’'s belie! that the real 
interests of his nation are best 
served by morality. His inmcum- 


bency of office is widely) believed 
to constitute a turning poimt in 
German history in this as in othe! 
respects; we sincerely hope and 
pray that his moral example will 
continue’ to inspire German 
policies. 


B.B.C.’s ERROR 

TOLERANCE is a principle that 
belongs to the very fabric of the 
British way of life. It is deeply 


cherished by national sentiment 
as an essential concomitant of 
democratic freedom. But the 


practice of tolerance does not 
imply licence to destroy the very 
foundation of tolerance itself. That 
would indeed be a perverse and 
iniquitous interpretation of its 
meaning. The history of our times 
furnishes terrible examples of the 
dread consequences that follow 
when the basic sanctions of civi- 
lised life fail to be protected. No 
plea of tolerance can_ therefore 
justify the action of the B.B.C. in 
including in its television “ Pano- 
rama” feature last Monday even- 
ing a highly objectionable item on 
race relations. It was a 
error for a national institution like 
the B.B.C. to provide a public plat- 
form for the exposition of the 
pernicious racial doctrines of an 
organisation calling itself the White 
Defence League. The attacks 
which were made upon coloured 
people, Cypriots, Jews, and others 
should never have been allowed 
under the sponsorship of the B.B.C. 
Whatever the context and what- 
ever. the opportunities given for 
reply, the irresponsible provision 
of facilities to disseminate this 
venomous stuff must have done 
irreparable mischief.

SCHOOL.—-On Sunday last the exami- 
nation of the pupils of the Jews’ 
College School, Finsburv Square, 


took place under the presidency of 
the Rev. the Chief Rabbi. It was 
the first since the change in the head- 
mastership. 
The beginning was made by one of 
the boys reciting a Hebrew poem. 
The acquaintance of the bovs with 
Hebrew grammar, the original text 
of the Bible. translation of the 
prayer-book, Biblical history, and 
religion was then tested by various 
questions, some being put by the 
teachers, and others by the Rev.

PLEA FOR COLOURED 
CHILDREN 


Sirn,— There are in Jewish institu- 
tions in this country illegitimate 
children who. by Jewish Law, are 
entitled to full membership of our 
community, and within these Homes 
they are taught to regard themselves 
as normal Jews. 

But the experience of many such 
children belies these teachings, for few 
homes are prepared to accept them 
on any but patronising terms. Those 
who are not available for adoption 
or fostering are relegated eventually 
to a position of social inferiority, and 
they usually react by discarding 
Judaism and the Jewish community. 
But disturbing as is the position for 
iHegitimate white children, it is more 
so for the coloured Jewish ones, the 
number of whom would appear to be 
increasing. 

Because of the many traumatic 
experiences that children 
invariably suffer, it iS not surprising 
that some develop personality dis- 
orders. But these are not inherited 
and they are capable of considerable 
modification if the children were 
nurtured in a sympathetic home 
environment. One such boy who was 
brought up in early childhood in a 
home for Jewish children is now 
residing in a Christian home because 
no Jewish family has been found pre- 
pared to accept the challenge, and 
there is no Jewrsh hostel able to cater 
for adolescent boys of this type. 

Ihere are other coloured children 
who are being brought up in Jewish 
homes, but, unless suitable provision 
is made for their future, their fate, 
too, will mock at the efforts to train

Looking Forward 


And if we look forward, neither 
the direction nor the purpose of 
Habonim need change. Their task 
in fighting undeniable apathy and 
indifference to Jewish matters in the 


Anglo-Jewish community is still 
both vital and urgent. 
One of the most important 


aspects of Habonim is its indepen- 
dence of any fixed dogma, be it 
political or religious. It has 
achieved this without abandoning 
kashrut or inherent respect for 
Jewish tradition. In this sophisti-

. « « « AS one who attended 
the cheder of Chaim Lipshitz’s 
well-known and revered father 
from the age of six, I was not 
only at the birth of Habonim but 
at its conception. The first Gedud 
was created from the nucleus of 
the * Young Lovers of Zion’ group 
in the cheder, whose otherwise drab 
walls were adorned with numerous 
framed J.N.F. certificates for 
donations made by the cheder boys 
for the (then) Palestine. A _ few 
boys from the Redmans Road 
Talmud = Torah joined us, and 
Gedud Trumpeldor was formed. Ii 
is true that the Wednesday Gedud 
was held in the Christian Street 
LC.C. School, but the heart of 
the Gedud was undoubtedly in the 
cheder. [t was there that we were 
taught Modern Hebrew and Pales- 
tinography, and in the smal! room 
reserved for the Barmitzvah boys, 
we had our weekly gatherings, and 
discussed future activities. For 
four wondertul years (1929-33) 
Gedud T[rumpeldor ruled the 
roost, and remained the mode! 
Gedud for visitors.to marvel at and

East End Origins 


The above its an extract from a 
letter written to THe Jewish 
CHRONICLE in June, 19538, by Jack 
Rosen, one of my very first Bonim, 
and when I was invited to write to: 
the Habonim Supplement on “ The 
First Gedud ~ Jack’s letter came to 
my mind, and I felt that by way ol 
introduction | could not improve 
on it. Yes, Habonim, like much 
that was best in Anglo-Jewry, was 
born in the East End of London, 
and between the “drab walls” of 
my father’s cheder, which since the 
turn of the century was the mode! 
of all private chedarim, the seeds 
of Habonim were planted, and it 
was my great privilege to have been 
the first Rosh Gedud Trumpeldor. 

I had spent four successive 
summers (1926-29) camping with a 
French scouting movement at 
Colleville-sur-Mer and it was here 
that [| saw what a wonderful instru- 
ment scouting was with which to 
imbue Jewish youth both with a 
love of the open air and also with 
a love for Jewish culture and Israel. 
One of my dearest friends there, 
a Hungarian boy called Logi, who 
had suffered much from anti- 
semitism in his homeland, was 
imbued with a wonderful 
Chalutzie spirit. Loci, who had a 
particularly pleasant tenor voice, 
was always singing the poignant 
song of the hero Trumpeldor who 
gave his life in the defence of 
Tel-Hai. 


A New Organisation 


In England I joined a Jewish 
scout troop, but soon found that 
B.P. Scouting, although a wonder- 
ful universal movement, was too 
rigid and unable to accept any of 
the “French” ideas I tried to 
introduce. There was no other 
bereira, but to start a new move- 
ment. Scouting was to be its 
framework, but its foundation and 
pillars were to be the education of 
our Jewish youth to the thorough 
appreciation of our Jewish _heri- 
tage, our language, Our master 
builders, and, above all, to taking 
an active part and interest in the 
building up of Eretz Yisrael. 


The nucleus of the first Gedud, 
whose name fad to be Trumpeldor, 
was from my father’s older cheder 
pupils, who were already imbued 
with a love for Hebrew and Israel.

YOUTH WITH A

Habonim is not a social club, but 
a Youth Movement: that is, the 
members run the organisation and 
control its aims, which are in 
accordance with the eternal values 
of any youth : simplicity, honesty, 
labour, love of nature, equality, and 
a return to folk-lore.

THE WAR YEARS 


me 


By BARUCH TAL 


HE largest summer camp 
ever organised by any Jewish 
youth movement in Great 
Britain was held by Habonim in 
the fields of Bedfordshire in 
August, 1939. It was only shortly 
after the camp had closed when, 
on September 1, the Nazis invaded 
Poland, and two days later—Sep- 
tember {3—Great Britain declared 
war om Germany. 

Durimg those first few months of 
the war, the blackout, the evacua- 
tions, and various other restrictions 
all but brought the Movements 
activity to a standstill. There was 
a general and widespread feeling of 
uncertainty throughout its ranks. 
Older members were now being 
called up to the armed forces, and 
the younger chaverim were being 
evacuated. Under these conditions 
groups disintegrated, and long- 
established Pelagim. lost the major 
proportion of their membership. 

Gradually, however, contacts 
were re-established with evacuated 
members, new groups mushroomed 
in evacuation areas—Habonim was 
determined to carry on, 

At this time a decision of lasting 


importance was made by the 
Zionist Federation to keep the 
David Eder Training Farm in 


Harrietsham, Kent, going. The 
senior members who had been 
called up were now replaced by 
youngsters from the Movement, 
and thus life on the farm went on. 
The farm became an important 
Movement centre, to which mem- 
bers of Habonim came from all 
parts of the country. ? 
The farmers of East Kent will 
long remember the twenty-odd 


Jewish youngsters who during the 


crucial years of 1940 and 1941, 
when England was threatened with 
invasion, worked in the fields by 
dey and by night guarded the coast 
with their neighbours. 

Grim Reality 

Among the forces who were 
evacuated from Dunkirk there were 
many who had been members of 
Habonim. Their contact with the 
Movement brought a note of grim 
reality into the thoughts of every- 
one. The young Jew growing 
up in those days was of a new 
type——mature, serious, and devoted 
to his task. 

As the war continued, Habonim 
tried to’ work out an acceptable 
programme for itself against the 
background of the general trends 
of the period. Habonim Hostels 
were established in Bournemouth, 
Teignmouth, and Dawlish. Hun- 
dreds of young Jewish boys and 
sirls found a home in a Jewish 
environment jn Devonshire. The 
Batim were directed by madrichim 
(youth leaders) who on the basis 
of educational experience gained 
in Eretz Yisrael created a form of 
community life which transplanted 
the cultural atmosphere of Eretz 
and found jts expression in an 
intensive Jewish and Hebrew 
education. 

The Movement also. willingly 
responded to the Government's call 
for young people in the 16-18 age- 
group to join the country’s war 
effort by replacing agricultural 
workers who had been called up 
for National Service. New agricul- 
tural groups from Habonim were 
organised through the assistance 
of the County War Agricultural 
Committees—in Gorze-Leaze, near

Malmesbury (which was visited by 
Queen Mary the Queen Mother), 
and at Cricklade, near Swindon. 

Scores of younger members of 
Habonim got their first taste of 
agricultural labour working in 
the fields with the local farmers.

Thus the Movement found new 
areas of activity, and endeavoured 
at the same time to maintain its 
educational work. 

There was a crystallisation of 
ideology in the Movement which 
found expression chalutziut 
(pioneering) and a more active and 
vital part in Jewish life generally. 

Members of Habonim, even 
while they were serving in the 
Armed Forces in Europe, where it 
was possible made contact with the 
Jewish communities and helped to 
establish youth movements.

TRAGEDY WARSAW GHETTO 


N the 16th anniversary of 
() the Warsaw Ghetto rising 

we still have to admit that 
although the literature dealing 
with the event has grown to a size 
no longer digestible by a single 
person, not a single work has so 
far emerged that deals with it 
from a broad historical perspec- 
tive. The result is a growing 
incomprehension of this tremen- 
dous tragedy not only by the 
average Jew in the West but also 
among Jewish students of the Nazi 
period, 

To many Jews in this country, 
who have formed their ideas about 
East European Jews on vague 
memories of their East End grand- 
parents, the Warsaw Ghetto rising 
was an event of such unexpected- 
ness that they see it as merely an 
act of final desperation. Yet. our 
approach to the rising should not 
be to wonder that it happened, 
but to ask why it happened the 
way it did, 

The inevitable two questions are 
why the Warsaw Ghetto was the 
only one to become the scene of 
a prolonged armed struggle, and 
why the rising happened so late, 
when only some 65,000 people 
remained of the original 400,000 
Jews enclosed inside its walls. 


Prolonged Fighting 


There is certainly nothing meta- 
physical about the reasons that 
made the Warsaw Ghetto the scene 
of a prolonged armed struggle by 
the remnant of Polish Jewry 
against their Nazi oppressors. 
There was really one main reason 
that made the prolonged fighting 
possible and that was the size of 
the ghetto. Even in the final 
stages, when it had been severely 
reduced in size after the mass 
extermination of the bulk of its 
inhabitants in the summer of 1942, 
it covered a relatively large area, 
which in some places was almost 
a mile long and a mile wide. This 
area was built over with solid brick 
houses, most of them of the tene- 
ment type, which represented a 
veritable warren of courtyards, 
narrow streets, alleys. deep cellars. 
and basements. Thus it became 
possible for the Jewish Fighting 
Organisation, variously estimated 
to have numbered between 600 and 
2,000 members, to defeat with the 
few revolvers and hand-grenades 
at its disposal all attempts by the 
Nazis to take the ghetto by storm. 

After several attempts to con- 
quer the ghetto by infantry action

supported by armoured cars and 
tanks, the Nazis had to admit that 
they were facing a Stalingrad-type 
of battle. Despite the far-reaching 
damage of such an admission to 
the Nazis’ military prestige in 


Poland, they gave up the battle

and chose to destroy the ghetto 
fighters by literally burning down 
and then blowing up every house. 
This was done by artillery, aircraft, 
and sappers, and took the Germans 
almost three months to complete. 
But in Vilna and Bialystok, where 
the size of the ghettoes was very 
much smaller, the Nazis were able 
to complete their work of destruc- 
tion in a few hours. 

The fact that untrained Jews 
almost devoid of arms and ammu- 
nition had been able to defeat the 
Nazis in open combat had an 
impact on the Polish will to offer 
armed resistance to their oppressors 


that can hardly be exaggerated. 
One might almost say that the 
Polish rising a year later, under- 
taken of course in incomparably 
better conditions, had its genesis 
in the Warsaw Ghetto rising. 
Without speaking of the effect of 
the heroism of the Jewish ghetto 
fighters and of the unarmed mass 
of men, women. and children who 
made. their fight possible by their 
readiness to die from fire. suffoca- 
tion, hunger, and thirst rather than 
accept surrender, the very efficiency 
of the ghetto fighters impressed the 
Poles so much that the right-wing 
underground tried to explain it by 
claiming that the ghetto fighters 
were led by Soviet-Jewish generals 
and colonels. In fact the Com- 
mander of the Jewish Fighting 
Organisation, Mordechai Anicle- 
wicz, had been too young to serve 
in the Polish Army, and most of 
his lieutenants had not even 
become NC.O.s during _ their 
military service. 

Why did the Warsaw Ghetto 
os come so late? Broadly 
o ing, it could not come before 
the traditional middle-class leader- 
ship had been proved absolutely 
wrong in its hopes that the Nazis 
intended to exterminate only part 
of Polish Jewry and that the rest. 
provided it proved economically 
useful to the Germans. could be 
saved until the end of the war. 
Nor could it come. before the 
organisations enjoying the support 
of the majority of Jewish youth— 
the left-wing Zionists, Communists, 
and Bundists—could overcome 
their differences to form a united 
fighting organisation. 


Acquiring Arms 


There was, of course, also the 
fundamental difficulty of acquiring 
arms, which was never successfully 
solved. All these aspects of the 
problem have already been exten- 
sively described and discussed, ‘but 
there is another aspect which has 
so far escaped the attention of most 
Jewish students of the period. It 
is that the Jews of Poland—or, to 
be exact, part of them—in their 
determination to wage an armed 
struggle against the Nazis, did not 
necessarily follow the example of 
the Poles, but were often ahead of 
the Poles. Thus Aba Kovner, one 
of the leaders of the United Parti- 


san Organisation in the Vilna 
Ghetto, proposed joint armed 
action to representatives of the 
London-controlled Polish under- 


ground early in 1942, and was told 
that the time had not yet come 


for such action. The legendary 
Tenenboim-Tamarof, who helped 
to organise the Jewish Fighting 
Organisation in Warsaw and died 
leading the Bialystok Ghetto rising, 
begged for arms and proposed 
joint armed resistance to. the 
Directorate of the Bialystok Civil 
Resistance Area in 1942, only to 
receive the answer: “ We are very 
sorry, but we have at our disposal 
only a limited quantity of arms. 
We have many customers for them. 
We know 


that your attitude to- 
wards the Germans is as uncom- 
promising as ours, but there still 


remains the question of your atti- 
tude towards the Soviets.” In a 
letter dated April 2, 1943, Tenen- 
boim-lamarof pleaded again: 
“ Two hundred hand-grenades and 
a few dozen revolvers will not 
decide the date of Poland’s rebirth. 
But they can decide the last day of 
the second largest ghetto in Poland. 
There is another way out: taking 
our men out of the ghetto to let 
them take an active part in field 
operations.” 
He pleaded in vain. 


Home Army Action 

The first partisan fighting under- 
taken on a large scale by both the 
London-controlled Home Army 
and the Communist-controlied 
Peoples Army .took place in the 
autumn of 1942, that is after the 
extermination of the majority of 
inhabitants of the Warsaw Ghetto. 
It was a development unwanted by 
the Home Army, which at all 
costs strove to save Poland from 
the Yugoslav kind of resistance 
that would have enveloped the 
whole country in partisan fighting. 
It was forced upon the Home 
Army by Himmiler’s decision, taken 
against the advice and protests of 
Frank, Governor-General of 
Poland, to turn the Lublin-Zamosc 


land into a German settlement 
area. To save the Polish popula- 
tion of the area from a fate 


resembling that of the Jews, the 
Polish Home Army undertook 
large-scale partisan operations, 
which proved on the whole suc- 
cessful and made Himmler give up 
his original plan. It is significant 
that many Jews. took part in the 
defence of Polish villages in the 
ranks of the People’s Army, 
Peasant Battalions, and, whenever 
they were allowed, in the ranks of 
the Home Army proper. 

It was during the fighting and 
massacres in the Lublin-Zamosc 
land that the Home Army made 
its first token delivery of arms 
to the Jewish fighting organisation 
in the Warsaw Ghetto. And during 
the same period there took place 
the first acts of armed resistance 
in the Warsaw Ghetto, which made 
the Nazis postpone its final liquida- 
tion under April, 1943. 


HE most extensive slum- 
clearance project in the his- 
tory of New York State is 
now taking place on the Lower 
East Side. It is demolishing not 
Only nineteenth-century tenements 
and decaying fire-traps but the last 
vestiges of Old World Yiddishkeit. 
To many, mention of New 
York’s Lower East Side still brings 
to mind pushcearts, Anishes, kosher 
delicatessens, refugees, and tribes of 
little Yeshivabochers rushing about 
the slums of the city in full- 
length frock-coats. It is true that 
on Orchard Street the pushcarts still 
choke the sidewalks, and the “ Petti- 
coat Lane” bluster is as vociferous 
as ever. Below Houston Street the 
kosher delicatessens still attract 
their loyal clientéle, and along East 
Broadway one can still run into the 
long-haired Talmudic students. It 
is not that the picturesque markings 
of Jewry have disappeared, but that 
they_emerge now as isolated. quaint 
reminders rather than familiar 
characteristics. The great urge 
towards assimilation, coupled with 
a momentous influx of Portoricans, 
has done much to engulf down- 
town Jewry. | 


Preferences 


The Lower East Side Jew has 
not completely turned his back on 
Jewry, but he -has half-turned it. 
The Jewish business man is com- 
pelled to court business wherever 
he finds jt, and more and more he 
finds it in the English-speaking 
world. Seeking relaxation, the Jew 
iS more interested in his TV set 
than in the Yiddish musical comedy 
which he has come to know as a 
dull rehash of old tunes and ancient 
Situations. He reads  English- 


language Jewish magazines, such as:

COMMENTARY, father the 
minuscule print of unspectacular 
Yiddish newspapers. If he inclines 
towards social clubs his choice will 
be dictated by practical considera- 
tions—prestige, good business con- 
tacts, etc.—rather than by cultural 
allegiances. He prefers his religion 
without Orthodoxy and free of 
“the old-fashioned ways” in which 
he was brought up. The modern 
American Jew feels himself the 
recipient of some ~- wondrous 
national bounty: a bounty that 
encourages his utler assimilation 
and discourages any vestige of 
ghetto loyalty. It is all right to be 
an American Jew, but it has become 


a littl passé to. be a Jewish 
American. 
Today, in New York, the 


Wandering Jew has turned into the 
Commuting Jew. The suburbs of 
New York are chequered with the 
homes of prosperous business and 
professional men, whose work, 
however, brings them into the city 
each day. Residence in the quiet 
and rustic communities only an 
hour from Times Square invari- 
ably denotes a good income bracket 
and the comfortable life usually 
associated with it. Although Jews 
appear to be localising themselves 
in such suburban districts as Spring 
Valley and Westchester, they are 
by no means yielding to ghetto 
inclinations. Many of the areas 
highly populated by New York 
Jewry were once exclusive to non-

The Greenwich Village 
Bohemians have widened _ their 
boundaries to appropriate much of 
the traditionally Jewish neighbour- 
hoods; they have taken over most 
of the Yiddish theatres and have 
even coined the phrase Greenwich 
Village East, to eradicate’ the 
plebeian-sounding Lower East Side.

WATER FOR THE 
NEGEV 


By CYRIL HENRIQUES 


OW can Israel's arid Negev 
be made to blossom like the 
proverbial rose ? Where is 
the water to come from and how 
can the limited supply available be 
best utilised? Israel's successful 
development and future prosperity 
depend to a large extent on an 
effective solution to these probiems. 
The rainfall over the Negev itself 
is sO small that, except in very 
rare cases, it would be idle to 
attempt to conserve it; though it 
is Of considerable value in some 
years from an agricultural point of 
view. The argument that because, 
in ancient days, there was a fairly 
heavy population in these deserts 
and, therefore, the land should be 
able to support a similar number 
of persons in modern times is not 
sound. In Nabatean days the culti- 
vator could scratch a living from 
the soil if he could raise, say, two 
hundred Ib. of wheat from one 
acre ; today he must raise ten times 
that amount to make a living. 
Generally speaking, the longer a 
crop of grain is in the ground the 
heavier the yield, and the longer 
it is in the ground the more water 
it requires, hence the need of a 
much heavier rainfall than can be 
hoped for in the Negev, or irriga- 
tion to supplement it. This was 
well appreciated in biblical times, 
hence the prayer for the first rain 
and the latter rain. 


Rainfall Statistics 


Looking through such rainfall 
statistics as are available, one is 
struck by the comparatively large 
amount which falls on the hills 
round Hebron and ‘the fact that | 
falls or so few days in the yea 
The question then arises as 9 
where all this water goes. Muc 
of it runs away down the steep hill§ 
and through the wadis of th 
Negev in short-lived and furiou 
spates, but. much of it must 
absorbed into the ground through 
the fissured rock over which if 
flows before leaving the hills. 

During the rains this can be seeff 
happening in similar ground round 
Jerusalem where floods start on 
the higher hills and _ rapidly 
diminish in volume or disappear 
altogether before reaching the 
plains. The water which falls in 
the Hebron hills and percolates 
into the ground certainly does not 
escape eastwards into the Dead 
Sea, or westward into or under the 
Coastal Plain, or northward under 
the Judean Hills. All, or most of 
it, must run southward under the 
Negev but possibly at depths which 
will make it uneconomic to 
retrieve ; only experimental boring 
will verify or disprove this. Also 
the water may become impregnated 
with salts during its subterranean 
journey. 


Slower Rhythm 


It is probably not generally 
realised that water behaves under- 
ground in much the same way as 
on the surface but at a very much 
slower rhythm. It flows along well- 
defined routes dictated by the 
porosity of the strata it meets, 
spreads out into subterranean 
lakes and ponds and marshes, and 
in favourable conditions can form 
vast underground reservoirs fed, 
possibly, by rain falling over far 
distant lands. An example of this 
is the water under London, pumped 
up for use in certain local indus- 
tries, which originates from. rain 
falling on the South Downs. The 
salient fact to keep in mind is that 
it must come from somewhere and 
must eventually go somewhere else 
if not intercepted for the use of 
man

THE WAR YEARS

There is certainly nothing meta- 
physical about the reasons that 
made the Warsaw Ghetto the scene 
of a prolonged armed struggle by 
the remnant of Polish Jewry 
against their Nazi oppressors. 
There was really one main reason 
that made the prolonged fighting 
possible and that was the size of 
the ghetto. Even in the final 
stages, when it had been severely 
reduced in size after the mass 
extermination of the bulk of its 
inhabitants in the summer of 1942, 
it covered a relatively large area, 
which in some places was almost 
a mile long and a mile wide. This 
area was built over with solid brick 
houses, most of them of the tene- 
ment type, which represented a 
veritable warren of courtyards, 
narrow streets, alleys. deep cellars. 
and basements. Thus it became 
possible for the Jewish Fighting 
Organisation, variously estimated 
to have numbered between 600 and 
2.000 members, to defeat with the 
few revolvers and hand-grenades 
at its disposal all attempts by the 
Nazis to take the ghetto by storm. 

After several attempts to con- 
quer the ghetto by infantry action

supported by armoured cars and 
tanks, the Nazis had to admit that 
they were facing a Stalingrad-type 
of battle. Despite the far-reaching 
damage of such an admission to 
the Nazis’ military prestige in 
Poland, they gave up the battle

and chose to destroy the ghetto 
fighters by literally burning down 
and then blowing up every house. 
This was done by artillery, aircraft, 
and sappers, and took the Germans 
almost three months to complete. 
But in Vilna and Bialystok, where 
the size of the ghettoes was very 
much smaller, the Nazis were able 
to complete their work of destruc- 
tion in a few hours. 

The fact that untrained Jews 
almost devoid of arms and ammu- 
nition had been able to defeat the 
Nazis in open combat had an 
impact on the Polish will to offer 
armed resistance to their oppressors 


that can hardly be exaggerated. 
One might almost say that the 
Polish rising a year later, under- 
taken of course in incomparably 
better conditions, had its genesis 
in the Warsaw Ghetto rising. 
Without speaking of the effect of 
the heroism of the Jewish ghetto 
fighters and of the unarmed mass 
of men, women, and children who 
made. their fight possible by their 
readiness to die from fire. suffoca- 
tion, hunger, and thirst rather than 
accept surrender, the very efficiency 
of the ghetto fighters impressed the 
Poles so much that the right-wing 
underground tried to explain it by 
claiming that the ghetto fighters 
were led by Soviet-Jewish generals 
and colonels. In fact the Com- 
mander of the Jewish Fighting 
Organisation, Mordechai Anicle- 
wicz, had been too young to serve 
in the Polish Army, and most of 
his lieutenants had not even 
become N.C.O.s_ during their 
military service. 

Why did the Warsaw Ghetto 
rising come so late? Broadly 
speaking, it could not come before 
the traditional middle-class leader- 
ship had been proved absolutely 
wrong in its hopes that the Nazis 
intended to exterminate only part 
of Polish Jewry and that the rest. 
provided it proved economically 
useful to the Germans. could be 
saved until the end of the war. 
Nor could it come before the 
organisations enjoving the support 
of the majority of Jewish youth— 
the left-wing Zionists, Communists, 
and Bundists—could overcome 
their differences to form a united 
fighting organisation. 


Acquiring Arms 


There was, of course, also the 
fundamental difficulty of acquiring 
arms, which was never successfully 
solved. All these aspects of the 
problem have already been exten- 
sively described and discussed, but 
there is another aspect which has 
so far escaped the attention of most 
Jewish students of the period. It 
is that the Jews of Poland-—or, to 
be exact, part of them—in their 
determination to wage an armed 
struggle against the Nazis, did not 
necessarily follow the example of 
the Poles, but were often ahead of 
the Poles. Thus Aba Kovner, one 
of the leaders of the United Parti- 


san Organisation in the Vilna 
Ghetto, proposed joint armed 
action to representatives of the 


London-controlled Polish under- 
ground early in 1942, and was told 
that the time had not yet come 


for such action. The legendary 
Tenenboim-Tamarof, who helped 
to organise the Jewish Fighting 
Organisation in Warsaw and died 
leading the Bialystok Ghetto rising, 
begged for arms and proposed 
joint armed resistance to the 
Directorate of the Bialystok Civil 
Resistance Area in 1942, only to 
receive the answer: “ We are very 
sorry, but we have at our disposal 
only a limited quantity of arms. 
We have many customers for them. 
We know that your attitude to- 
wards the Germans is as uncom- 
promising as ours, but there still 
remains the question of your attt- 
tude towards the Soviets.” In a 
letter dated April 2, 1943, Tenen- 
boim-lamarof - pleaded = again: 
“ Two hundred hand-grenades and 
a itew dozen revolvers will not 
decide the date of Poland's rebirth. 
But they can decide the last day of 
the second largest ghetto in Poland. 
There is another way out: taking 
our men out of the ghetto to let 
them take an active part in field 
operations.” 
He pleaded in vain. 


Home Army Action 

The first partisan fighting under- 
taken on a large scale by both the 
London-controlled Home Army 
and the Communist-controlled 
Peoples Army took place in the 
autumn of 1942, that is after the 
extermination of the majority of 
inhabitants of the Warsaw Ghetto. 
It was a development unwanted by 
the Home Army, which at all 
costs strove to save Poland from 
the Yugoslav kind of resistance 
that would have enveloped the 
whole country in partisan fighting. 
It was forced upon the Home 
Army by Himmler’s decision, taken 
against the advice and protests of 
Frank, Governor-General of 
Poland, to turn the Lublin-Zamosc 
land into a German settlement 
area. To save the Polish popula- 
tion of the area from a fate 
resembling that of the Jews, the 
Polish Home Army undertook 
large-scale partisan operations, 
which proved on the whole suc- 
cessful and made Himmler give up 
his original plan. It is significant 
that many Jews took part in the 
defence of Polish villages in the 
ranks of the People’s Army. 
Peasant Battalions, and, whenever 
they were allowed, in the ranks of 
the Home Army proper. 

It was during the fighting ‘and 
massacres in the Lublin-Zamosc 
land that the Home Army made 
its first token delivery of arms 
to the Jewish fighting organisation 
in the Warsaw Ghetto. And during 
the same period there took place 
the‘ first acts of armed resistance 
in the Warsaw Ghetto, which made 
the Nazis postpone its final liquida- 
tion under April, 1943. 


HE most extensive slum- 
clearance project in the his- 
tory of New York State is 
now taking place on the. Lower 
East Side. It is demolishing not 
only nineteenth-century tenements 
and decaying fire-traps but the last 
vestiges of Old World Yiddishkeit. 
To many, mention of New 
York’s Lower East Side still brings 
to mind pushearts, Anishes, kosher 
delicatessens, refugees, and tribes of 
little Yeshivabochers rushing about 
the slums of the city in full- 
length frock-coats. It is true that 
on Orchard Street the pushcarts still 
choke the sidewalks, and the “ Petti- 
coat Lane” bluster is as vociferous 
as ever. Below Houston Street the 
kosher delicatessens still attract 
their loyal clientéle, and along East 
Broadway one can still run into the 
long-haired Talmudic students. It 
1S not that the picturesque markings 
of Jewry have disappeared, but that 
they_emerge now as isolated, quaint 
reminders rather than familiar 
characteristics. The great urge 
towards assimilation, coupled with 
a momentous influx of Portoricans, 
has done much to engulf down- 
town Jewry. 


Preferences 


The Lower East Side Jew has 
not completely turned his back on 


Jewry, but he -has half-turned it. 


The Jewish business man is com- 
Pelled to court business wherever 
he finds jt, and more and more he 
finds it in the English-speaking 
world. Seeking relaxation, the Jew 
iS more interested in his TV set 
than in the Yiddish musical comedy 
which he has come to know as a 
dull rehash of old tunes and ancient 
Situations. He reads  English- 
language Jewish magazines, such as:

COMMENTARY, father than the 
minuscule print of unspectacular 
Yiddish newspapers. If he inclines 
towards social clubs his choice will 
be dictated by practical considera- 
tions—prestige, good business con- 
tacts, etc.—rather than by cultural 
allegiances. He prefers his religion 
without Orthodoxy and free of 
“the old-fashioned ways” in which 
he was brought up. The modern 
American Jew feels himself the 
recipient of some ~ wondrous 
national bounty: a bounty that 
encourages his utter assimilation 
and discourages any vestige of 
ghetto loyalty. It is all right to be 
an American Jew, but it has become 


a littl passé to be a Jewish 
American. 
Today, in New York, the 


Wandering Jew has turned into the 
Commuting Jew. The suburbs of 
New York are chequered with the 
homes of prosperous business and 
professional men, whose work, 
however, brings them into the city 
each day. Residence in the quiet 
and rustic communities only an 
hour from Times Square invari- 
ably denotes a good income bracket 
and the coinfortable life usually 
associated with it. Although Jews 
appear to be localising themselves 
in such suburban districts as Spring 
Valley and Westchester, they are 
by no means yielding to ghetto 
inclinations. Many of the areas 
highly populated by New York 
Jewry were once exclusive to non- 
Jewish residents. The great num- 
ber of Jewish families now to be

The old-timers deplore 
the. passing of the language, are 
continually nostalgic about “ the 
good old days,” and perpetuate the 
fiction that Yiddishkeit is only tem- 


porarily eclipsed. They dutifully 
buy their Yiddish publications, 
listen to their much-curtailed, 


Y iddish-language radio pro- 
gramme, and quietly but futilels 
make propaganda for the Cause. 

Culturally, the Lower East Side 
has changed from a ghetto to a 
garret. The Greenwich Village 
Bohemians have widened their 
boundaries to appropriate much of 
the traditionally Jewish neighbour- 
hoods ; they have taken over most 
of the Yiddish theatres and have 
even coined the phrase Greenwich 
Village East, to eradicate the 
plebeian-sounding Lower East Side. 
Rents are cheaper than in Green- 
wich Village, and the artists do not 
mind the cold-water flats. They 
even enjoy the impecunious cosmo- 
politanism of a neighbourhood 
jammed with Portoricans, Italians, 
and Poles. The kosher signs still 
abound, and the cooking is still 
splendidly Yiddish, but the Old 
World denizens move restlessly 
about. their old haunts, aware that 
they are a people living in occupied 
territory. 


WATER FOR THE 


NEGEV 
By CYRIL RENRIQUES 


OW can Israel's arid Negev 
be made to blossom like the 
proverbial rose? Where is 
the water to come from and how 
can the limited supply available be 
best utilised? Israel's successful 
development and future prosperily 
depend to a large extent on an 
effective solution to these problems, 
The rainfall over the Negev itself 
is sO small that, except in very 
rare cases, it would be idle to 
attempt to conserve it; though it 
is of considerable value in some 
years from an agricultural point of 
view. The argument that because, 
in ancient days, there was a fairly 
heavy population In these deserts 
and, therefore, the land should be 
able to support a similar number 
of persons in modern times is not 
sound. In Nabatean days the culti- 
vator could scratch a living from 
the soil if he could raise, say, two 
hundred Ib. of wheat from one 
acre ; today he must raise ten times 
that amount to make a living. 
Generally speaking, the longer a 
crop of grain is in the ground the 
heavier the yield, and the longer 
it is in the ground the more water 
it requires, hence the need of a 
much heavier rainfall than can be 
hoped for in the Negev, or irriga- 
tion to supplement it. This was 
well appreciated in biblical times, 
hence the prayer for the first rain 
and the latter rain. 


Rainfall Statistics 


Looking through such rainfall 
statistics as are available, one is 
struck by the comparatively large 
amount which falls on the hills 
round Hebron and the fact that | 
falls on so few days in the yea 
The question then arises as ig 
where all this water goes. Muc 
of it runs away down the steep hillg 
and through the wadis of th 
Negev in short-lived and furiow: 
spates, but much of it must bé 
absorbed into the ground a 
the fissured rock over which it 
flows before leaving the hills. 

During the rains this can be seef 
happening in similar ground round 
Jerusalem where floods start on 
the higher hills and rapidly 
diminish -in volume or disappear 
altogether before reaching the 
plains. The water which falls in 
the Hebron hills and percolates 
into the ground certainly does not 
escape eastwards into the Dead 
Sea, or westward into or under the 


Coastal Plain, or northward under” 


‘the Judean Hills. All, or most of 
it, must run southward under the 
Negev but possibly at depths which 
will make it uneconomic to 
retrieve ; only experimental boring 
will verify or disprove this. Also 
the water may become impregnated 
with salts during its subterranean 
journey. 


Slower Rhythm 


It is probably not generally 
realised that water behaves under- 
ground in much the same way as 
on the surface but at a very much 
slower rhythm. It flows along well- 
defined routes dictated’ by the 
porosity of the strata it meets, 
spreads out into subterranean 
lakes and ponds and marshes, and 
in favourable conditions can form 
vast underground reservoirs — fed, 
possibly, by rain falling over far 
distant lands: An example of this 
is the water under London, pumped 
up for use in certain local indus- 
tries. which originates from rain 
falling on the South Downs. The 
salient fact to keep in mind is that 
it must come from somewhere and 
must eventually go somewhere else

WITHDRAWAL FROM 
REFORM GROUP 


Jackson's Row Decision 


The Manchester Congregation of 
British Jews has withdrawn from the 
Reform Synagogues of Great Britain. 

This was announced by the Presi- 
dent of the Congregation, Mr. Harry 
Myers, in his report at the annual 
meeting of the congregation on Sun- 
day. He said that the Council and 
Executive had come to this decision 
“ virtually unanimously.”

DAYAN SWIFT ON

The Reform movement is, in the 
opinion of Dayan M. Swift, 
expediting a movement away from 
Judaism rather than holding it 
together.

“ UNITED’S” REPLY 
TO GREENFORD 


Sir,—It was not proposed to con- 
tinue to seck to trespass om your 
space in order to answer the varying 
allegations against the United Syna- 
gogue by the spokesmen of Green- 
ford. Mr. Beren’s letter (in last 
week's issue) is, however, so dis- 
ingenuous and so typical of those 
who wish to denigrate the United 
Synagogue that it calls for a brief 
reply. The keynote of Mr. Beren’s 
letter is contained in ihe phrase “ we 
were merely told what the United 
Synagogue expected us to. give 
financially.” 

The truth is that the only payments

Whether the congregation is large or 
small—and other congregations have 
been welcomed with fewer members 
than Greenford had—the United 
Synagogue always helps them if 
they accept their communal 
responsibilities. 

If another congregational body 
does not regard it as a religious 
obligation to insist that all members 
of an individual congregation under 
its egis pay the Religious Education 
Rate and support the Chief Rab- 
binate, etc., it is easy for it to appeal 
to and enrol the congregation on 
terms which attract persons who have 
the same restricted ideas. Nor will 
anyone imagine from that letter that 
while it is normal for the income of 
the London Board of Jewish Reli- 
gious Education to increase on the 
accession of a new congregation to 
the United Synagogue, Hebrew and 
Religion Classes have in fact been 
provided at Greenford by the London 
Board without the income of the 
Board. having increased by one 
farthing, but how would the London 
Board have fared if the United Syna- 
gogue’s contribution to the Board 
had not gone up steadily ?

Mrs. Brown suggests leaving it to 
the children “to decide for themselves 
which shade of Jewry they wished to 
practise, it would be for them alone 
to decide.” But children need guid- 
ance, precept, and example: and, 
therefore, the attitude of the Basildon 
Jews reveals a complete evasion of 
the responsibility towards their young 
(after the age of Hebrew lessons). 
What children need is a sense of con- 
tinuity, a feeling of religious con- 
fidence, and a certainty that religious 
values will continue for them.

CITRUS SALE 
DISPUTE 


Board Denies “ Closed 
Shop ” Charge 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Further strong criticism of the 

citrus boards in London, including 
the Israel Citrus Marketing Board, 
has been voiced by Mr. Joseph 
Emanuel, a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Fruit and Vegetable 
Trades’ Federation. This criticism has 
been vigorously rebutted by Mr. 
Moshe Levine, Director of the Board. 

Emphasising that he was fighting 
against monopolies and _ restrictive 
practices, Mr. Emanuel said that all 
Israeli fruit which came to Britain 
was a monopoly by the Citrus Board. 
No British trader could import 
directly from Israel, and this was a 
restrictive practice. He alleged that 
tO maintain a certain price, Israeli 
fruit had been deliberately diverted 
from this country to the Continent. 

The Citrus Board. he said, had in 
effect established a “ closed shop.” 
This was very bad for trade. “In 
my view,” Mr. Emanuel declared, 
“ prices would be lower if there were 
healthy competition and if anybody 
could import directly from Israel, 
instead of through the Board, 

Mr. Levine described Mr. Emanuel’s 
allegation’s as “untrue.” The price 
of the Israeli fruit was not fixed by 
the Board, but by the ordinary work- 
ing of supply and demand, he said. 
Any wholesaler in the country could 
easily buy Israeli fruit; there were no 
restrictions. 

Had the Board really possessed the 
price-fixing power which Mr. Emanuel 
Suggested, they would have avoided 
the recent drop in the price of Israeli 
fruit, Mr. Levine said. He added that 
far from suffering from the existence 
of the Board, the ordinary consumer 
greatly benefited from it. 

It was complete “nonsense” to 
argue that if the Board did not exist 


| the prices would be lower. In fact, the 


prices would be much higher. The 
public’s interest was being safe- 
guarded by the fact that the system 
of “ middlemen” was being avoided. 
Israel, he stated, was sending about 
1,000.000 more cases of citrus fruit 
this year than last.

and dry. However advantage can 
be taken of this very porosity. Dry 
stone dams could be cheaply built 
across certain of these wadis; 
they need not be more than five 
feet high and fifteen feet broad at 
the base, and they could be made 
of the stone found on the spot:

stream face and smaller and 
smaller ones on the upstream. 
Flood water would run over the 
dam, through it and round it, and 
would be spread out and held up 
long enongh to soak well into the 
surrounding area.

MORE PESACH 
DELICACIES

CARROT CANDY 
(Ingber) 


Carrots, 1 Ib.; caster sugar, 1 Ib.; 
chopped nuts, 4 oz.; ground ginger, 
teaspoonful. 

SCRAPE and wash the carrots then 
grate on a fine grater. Put into a 
saucepan, with the sugar, place over 
an asbestos mat, and stir over a very 
gentle heat until the sugar has dis- 
solved, then continue cooking very 
Slowly till all moisture is absorbed 
and the mixture very thick, keeping it 
well stirred. Test a little on a plate, 
and when it sets hard remove from 
heat and add the nuts and ginger. 
Spread on a damp board and when 
cool mark into squares with a knife. 
When cold break into pieces along the 
marks. 


* Coconut Pyramids 


Desiccated coconut, 4 Ib.; caster 
sugar, 5 oz.; 2 eggs. 

Mix all ingredients thoroughly and 
with hands dipped in cold water form 
into pyramids. Bake in a greased tin 
in a moderate oven until lightly 
browned (375°, Regulo No. 4). 


Almond Macaroons 


Ground almonds, 2 oz; caster 
sugar, 4 oz. ; fine matzo meal, | large 
teaspoonful; white of a large egg; 
blanched almonds. 

MIX the sugar, ground almonds, and 
meal, then add the unbeaten egg white 
and mix thoroughly. Place teaspoon- 
fuls of the mixture on a well-greased 
baking sheet, not too close together, 
and put halved blanched almonds in 
the centre of each. Bake on a middle 
shelf in a slow oven about 25 minutes 
(350°, Regulo No, 3). This quantity 
makes about 14 macaroons. - 


Lemon Biscuits 


Potato flour, 4 oz. ; fine matzo meal, 
oz. ; Margarine, 2 oz. ; caster sugar, 
2 oz.; 1 egg; grated lemon rind. 

Sieve the potato flour and meal 
and rub jn the margarine, add the 
Sugars a little grated lemon rind, and 
beaten egg, and knead to a pliable 
dough. Roll out (not too thjnly) on 
a board sprinkled with potato flour 
and cut into fingers about 1 x 24 
inches. Bake on a greased tin in a 
moderate oven (400°, Regulo No. 5) 
till a light biscuit colour. Remove 
from the tin at once, cool on a cake 
tray, and sprinkle with caster sugar. 
Handle carefully as these biscuits 
break easily.

Ancient East, through excavation, Is 
one of the most wer and startling 
of achievements. The degree to 
which this work has illuminated and 
made real the meaning of the Old 
Testament, especially the narrative 
elements, is a matter of perpetual 
marvel and inspiration. But it must 
also be said that without the stimulus 
of the Old Testament, with its con- 
stant values for comparison and study, 
many or most of great excavators and 
decipherers—Layard, Botta, Rawlin- 
son, George Smith, Petrie, Starkie, 
and many others would never have 
approached their tasks, and the 
Ancient East would have remained 
little known and obscure. The Society 
for Old Testament Study has now 
published this admirable and well- 
illustrated volume, which contains 
translations of the principal written 
documents illustrating the Old Testa- 
ment. It may be recommended to all 
for instruction and to all to read with 


the Bible in the other hand. 
Egyptian Texts 
How many people know, for 


example, that substantial parts of the 
Book of Proverbs agree word for 
word with an Egyptian text in the 
British Museum, “The Wisdom of 
Amenemope”? or that- Pharaoh 
Akhenaten’s “Hymn to the Sun” 
survives in Psalm civ? It is one of 
the many proofs that the ancient 
Hebrews read or had read to them, 
studied and appreciated keenly the 
highest literary works of their foreign 
contemporaries. But it is not merely 
that these texts confirm from another 
angle. They also explain many diffi- 
cuk points and passages. Thus in 
I Samuel xiii, 21, the meaning of pimm, 
a weight or coin, which the Israelites 
had to pay to the Philistines was 
unintelligible till inscribed examples 
were discovered. Here, though, one 
may read of greater matters: the 
Babylonian Epic of Creation and 
their Legend of the Flood, Assyrian 


and Babylonian Royal Annals, 
Cyrus’s Proclamation, Canaanite, 
Hebrew, Aramaic, and Egyptian 


of Nabonidus from Harran, perhaps 
too recent to have been included, 
contains — of importance for 
Biblical studies. 

A survey of the kind in this book 
also reminds us how much of all

FREUDIAN SUBCONSCIOUS 


By Dr. W. SCHINDLER 


Sigmund Freud and the Jewish 
Mystical Tradition. By Davin 
BAKAN. Wan Nostrand. 41s. 6d 


The author tries to show the 
relationship of Freud's psychoanalysis 
and Jewish mysticism. He, of 
course, admits that Freud was hardly 
conscious of this relationship. He 
is of the opinion that Freud's cultural 
background was such that his way of 
subconscious thinking was influenced 
by many Jewish mystical and other 
thoughts. A fact with which the 
reviewer on the whole agrees. Freud's 
father, although not Orthodox, 
taught his son Jewishness which, in 
the author’s opinion, Freud in later 
life had repressed, 

As proof of this he mentions a 
dedication in Hebrew, which Freud's 
father inscribed in a Bible which he 
gave him on his 35th birthday. 
Freud, being a child of his time, was 
an assimilant, although remaining 
conscious Of his Jewishness without 
being a practising Jew. He further- 
more did not wish to emphasise his 
Jewishness too much, in order that 
psychoanalysis: might not become a 
— Jewish science. On the other

roofs for

to be frequently 
rather far fetched, others are more 
convincing. As an example of the 
former, Freud’s subconscious choice 
of the name Dora in connection with 
the case so named, should be 
mentioned. The author starts with 
the basic conception that, in accord- 
ance with cabbalistic modes,° “ the 
idea gradually took hold that the 
Messiah was a Torah,” and, later 
on, that “any human being was a 
Torah.” As the Torah was inter- 
preted word by word, so did Freud 
analyse every expression of a patient. 
The author assumes further that 
Freud chose the above-mentioned 
name Dora because subconsciously 
he associated this name. with Torah. 
interpretation appears uncon- 
vincing. The reviewer inclines to 
agree with Freud himself, who 
explains the choice of the name as 
being named after the nurse of his 
sisters’ children, who had changed her 
name from Rosa to Dora, as the 


former was already used in the 
family for someone else. 
But the relationship 
“heimlich”™ and “unheimlich,.” the 
“uncanny” to conscious and un- 
conscious Jewishness, is interesting 
and revealing. Freud believed that 
Jews by one circumcised evoked an 
uncanny feeling amongst the non- 
Jews in the same way as he assumes 
that psychoanalysis is regarded in a 
similar manner. Thus the author 
reaches this conclusion: We have 
in Freud’s thought a complex which 
can be expressed as: psychoanalysis 
—Jews — circumcision — wncanniness 
—rejection. Furthermore, the word 
“heimlich” is connected with 
“home.” Jewish mystics regard the 
Shechina, God's Divine Presence, as 
the female counterpart of God. 
the wife of God. In this way the 
Shechina becomes, so to say, the 
mother of mah who, for instance, 
on Friday night becomes the symbol 
of the “home,” the “heim.” Freud, 
who during his life frequently showed 
a feeling of impending death, which 
as such is uncanny, regarded dying 
as returning home. the other 
side, he sought comfort and safety in 
the mother “the Holy Shechina,” 
the community of Israel, and so the 
word “heimlich” shows the juxta- 
posed macrpeenon of one and the 
same word, arrived at by Freud 
through his subconscious Jewish way 
of thinking.

the Pasternak family, his impressions 
of life as a student in Moscow, his 
journey to Marburg study 
philosophy under Professor Cohen, 
his early love, and so on. Those who 
as Jews obsessionally look for Jewish 
references will look in vain. All, how- 
ever, should find particularly memor- 
able his account of the suicide of 
Mayakovsky: the drama of the 
echoing gun shot; the raw grief of 
Mayakovsky’s sister ; the sense of the 
death of a revolutionary epoch. 

Finally, in this volume, there are a 
number of poems. And here we 
encounter the real Pasternak: 


It is not revolutions and upheavals 

That clear the road to new and better days,

Two Faiths 


By Rabbi Dr. LOUIS JACOBS 


The Godly and the Ungodly. 
Essays on the Religious and Secular 
Dimensions of Mogern Life. By 
REINHOLD NIEBUHR. Faber and 
Faber. 21s. 


In this volume one of the most 
distinguished present-day theologians 
has collected nine of his recent essays 
on the relevance of religion to the 
contemporary scene. Niebuhr’s 
essay on the relations of Christians 
and Jews in Western Civilisation is 
of particular interest to Jewish 
readers. It would be difficult to find 
a fairer statement on the two faiths, 
their common ideals and their dif- 
ferences. 

The platitudinous distinction be- 
tween a religion of hope and a 
religion of despair receives no 
encouragement. Niebuhr is surely 
- in affirming that the pessimism 
of the rabbis shown in the doctrine 
of the yetzer ha-ra, man’s evil inclina- 
tion, is not far removed from the 
idea of original sin, and that the 
differences between the two faiths in 
this matter are not in terms of simple 
contrast but in degrees of emphasis. 


Basic Differences 


Apart from the central doctrinal 
difference between Judaism and 
Christianity there are, according to 
Niebuhr, three basic differences of 
approach in the moral realm between 
the two faiths, The first is on the 
guestion of Messianism. Buber’s 
succinct statement is quoted with 
approval: “To the Christian, the 
Jew is the stubborn fellow who is 
still waiting for the Messiah; to the 
Jew, the Christian is the heedless 
fellow who in an unredeemed world 
declares that redemptidn has some- 
how or other taken: place.” Then 
there is the problem of grace and 
law. The halakhah is of no concern 
to the Christian but is an integral 
part of Judaism. 

Finally, there is the problem of 
particularism and universality. And 
here Niebuhr takes. issue’ with 
Christian missionary activity among 
Jews, siding with Franz Rosenzweig. 
who defines the relation of 
Christianity and Judaism as two 
religions with one centre, worship- 
ping the same God, but” with 
Christianity serving the purpose of 
carrying the prophetic message to 
the Gentile world, A large number 
of Jews and Christians would dis- 
agree with Rosenzweig’s conception 
as well as with many of Niebuhr’s 
observations. But no person genuinely 
concerned about religion in the world 
of today will read this book without 
stimulation, and profit.

During that eerie interregnum 
between Britain's decision to wind up 
her affairs in Palestine and the estab- 
lishment of the Jewish State the 
occupation forces formed a diminish- 
ing, browned-off litthe world of its 
own. It had a closed slang, private 
hates and a sense of pointlessness. 
It was encamped in a country it had 
ceased to ‘control. Drivers were 
sitting on immobilised tanks, soldiers 
were guarding munitions they could 
not fire, officers gave orders they 
knew were not going to be carried 
out. Even the army's old stand-by, 
“bull,” had lost its high moral pur- 
pose. Nobody could care less. 

Out of this atmosphere, ingeniously 
reproduced in novel form, lan 
Jefferies brings a strange story. With 
a wit that bites deep, it tells of the 
dying embers of military splendour, 
and how John Craig, aged 20, used 
the freedom given him by his three 
stripes and impending return to 
civvy street to smuggle arms across 
to Hagana. Sergeant Craig has no 
special love for the Jews. He is 
bored by their concentration camp 
stories and their single-minded inten- 
sity. But he knows that enormous 
stores are being slipped to the Arabs 
and this awakens in him the pas- 
sionate stirrings of a conscience, 
Something had to be done to redress 
the balance. 


Hagana Girl 


The Jews, at first mildly surprised 
at his refusal to accept a bribe, soon 
regarded Craig as one of their own; 
and a Hagana girl is even more 
friendly than the exigencies of war 
would demand. A pity, because once 
love steps in, the high narrative 
standard makes a strategic retreat, 

The novel could have been a run- 
of-the-mill failure. Instead, it comes 
off, and this is due to the writer's 
instinct for the right stage properties: 
trucks, generators, clicking revolvers 
are all made to play their part. Even 
the imaccuracies have their point— 
they add up to a symptom of the 
apathy of a once-proud force which 
had buried its curiosity in its cups.

MURDER IN CHICAGO 


The new picture in CinemaScope 
at the Carlton, Haymarket, 5. Ws 
Compulsion (“ A"), is based, loosely 
and broadly, upon Meyer Levin's 
great book of that name which deals 
with the famous Leopold and Loeb 
case in Chicago in the ‘twenties. 
This concerned the wanton and 
senseless murder of a young man by 
two psychopathic students just for 
the evil thrill. The murderers and 


their victim were Jews. With the 
exception that the murderers are 
given the names of Steiner and 


Strauss and the victim called Kessler, 
there is no Jewish slant to this film. 
The action concentrates upon the 
pinning of guilt upon the boys and 
the defence put up on their behalf. 

The director, Richard Fleischer, 
has wisely decided to cut out the 
customary dramatics and make his 
film a series of cleverly conceived 
character dclineations—neatly inter- 
locked—of vastly different people 
with greatly varying motivations. 
He has got from Bradford Dillman 
a study of a ringleader in devilry 
that has a truly Machiavellian ring 
about it: certainly he has conjured 
out of Dean Stockwell, as the one 
under the influence of an _ over- 
dominant friend and partner in crime, 
the ability to portray with frightening 
faithfulness all those elements of 
abject fear and shrinking cowardice 
that seize the weak wrongdoer 
found out. The important homo- 
sexual aspect is totally ignored. But 
it is the part of the murderers’ legal 
defender that grips one most. This 
is a part tailor-made for Orson 
Welles, who makes the most of the 
juicy meat of the speeches he 
declaims. His arguments for the 
abolition of capital punishment are 
cleverly brought out to supplement 
and intensify the expert psychiatric 
opinion he has marshalled. The 
scene where the boys, whose upbring- 
ing in wealthy surroundings has made 
them impervious to the common 
humanities, are let off with life 
imprisonment comes almost as an 
anti-cliimax. One of the films of the 
year. 


Talented Actress 


Siegel's Some Came 
Running ("A") in Metrocolored 
Cinemascope at the Empire, Leicester 
Square, W.C., Frank Sinatra not only 
consolidates himself as a sound, 
dedicated actor but partners Shirley 
MacLaine to dynamic effect, evoking 
from that talented young actress a 
rare performance. his outstanding 
picture, directed by Vincent Minnelli, 
is based on a novel by James Jones, 
the author of “From Here To 
Eternity.” The author’s thesis seems 
to be that two rsons of the 
opposite sex really dnd d perfect com- 


patibility. Mr. Sinatra is a_ dis- 
illusioned writer w ho has returned 
from the war to his home town. 


Mr. Sinatra, the black sheep of the 
family, in a drunken stupor brought 
home with him a floozie, Miss Mac- 
Laine; he also picks up an equally 
undesirable gambling companion, 
Dean Martin. In trying to pull him- 
self together, Mr. Sinatra falls in 
love with a high-principled school- 
teacher (Martha Hyer). But as 
surely as his married brother is 
forced by a frigid and callous wife, 
Leora Dana, into the arms of an 
attractive secretary, so is Mr. Sinatra 
himself impelled back into the com- 
pany of his pick-up girl. 


There are many laughs, although 
not nearly enough, in Bob Hope's 
new picture, Alias Jesse James 
(“U"), at the Leicester Square 
Theatre, W.C. No insurance com- 
pany has ever had such a dunderhead 
of a canvasser as Mr. Hope. He 
insures the life of Jesse James iniaved 
with a keen sense of comedy by 
Wendell Corey) little knowing that 
his client is the notorious gunman 
and bank robber whose life is con- 
tinually in jeopardy. Not exactly 
vintage Hope but far from flat enter- 


tainment.

NORWEGIAN DRAMA 


Ibsen’s dramatic poem, Brand, has 
baffled producers for 94 years. But 
the new prose adaptation by Michael 
Meyer, now at the Lyric, Hammer- 
smith, preserves and heightens the 
drama. Brand is a fanatical priest 
who, with his demand for “all or 
nothing.” sacrifices his mother, his 
wife, his child. -In the dark . Nor- 
wegian mountains he preaches that 
salvation is achieved by willing one’s 
way through fear, and only in death 
does he realise that God is the God 
of Love. The part is played by 
Patrick McGoohan with a convincing 
intensity that grips the audience. In 
his sorrow for the victims of his 
inexorable will there is a note of 
humanity which makes the man 
plausible and the play exciting. 


There is no excitement in Sugar 
in the Morning. What on earth 
induced the Royal Court management

The Hidden River, at the Cam 
bridge Theatre. is based on the nove!

if anyone is seeking a real novelty 
) the way of first performances he 
hould journey to Fulham Town Hall 
tomorrow night to hear the first 
performance in England of Myaskov- 
..y’s Sixteenth Symphony. Not that 
can promise anything extraordi- 
nary: although he wrote twenty-four 
.,mphonies and a large quantity of 
chamber, piano, and vocal music, 
\ivaskovsky was one of those 
peculiarly national phenomena who 
, ¢ enormously admired in their own 
country and nowhere else. 

His sixteenth cor 
ong ve pular among vie 
is dedicated to the 
Soviet Air Force, and one of its 
movements is a Funeral March. 
\ivaskovsky was always striving, 
never quite achieving greatness, and 
while one admires the enterprise of 
‘he Pulham Orchestra, I think it will 
be found that he is too orthodox, 
‘oo unadventurous and unimaginative 
for modern tasies. 

\iuch more exciting in anticipation 
tomorrow evening's broadcast in 
the Third Programme of Martinu’s 
( antata, “ Epic of Gilgamesh,” which 
iso will be a first performance in 
‘his country. The libretto is drawn 
fom one of the most ancient of the 
world’s epic myths, dating from the 
bylonian era, about 3,000 B.c.E., 
and found even earlier, in Sumerian 
mythology. It is a “Life and 
Death” epic and contains many of 
the legendary elements of Biblical 
tories, including the Creation and 
the Flood. It lends itself to cantata 
form. for much of it is in dialogue, 
ind Martinu’s bleak. yet at times 
-hapsodic, modernistic style should 
be well suited to convey its story 
of primitive rivalry and friendship, its 
elooms of all but pre-history, and its 
vision of man grappling with the 
‘fundamental ememas that have 
Med him through the ages. 

Yehudi Menuhin’s presentation of 
Bahms’s Violin Concerto with the 
Phlharmonic Orchestra at Festival 
Hull next Monday is the outstanding 
solo item of the coming week. He 
can be relied on to give it a 
estrained, classical performance, and 
the Adagio must surely be one’ of

He js as 
English as fish and chips, ribald 
picture postcards, and Southend 
on a Bank Holiday ; as Jewish 
as a story by Zangwill. On 
Stage, he seems to move, 
wickedly relaxed, in a pagan 
world of his own; the faint 
smile, the twinkling, swivelling 
eye, are those of a benevolent 
satyr. He towers above the rest 
of the. Crazy Gang, those age- 
less, diabolical old men, like 
some straw-hatted pinnacle. 

He was born 62 years ago in 
Spitalfields, the son of Polish 
immigrants. 

“On the very day of their 
wedding,” he said to me, “ there

was a pogrom. My grandfather 
gave them some money and said, 
‘Go to America, and they got 
as tar as Hamburg, and one of 
those chiselling agents put them 
on a boat for America and it 
came to the London docks and 
stopped. It wasn’t going any 
further.” On such quirks of 
fortune did the birth of the 


Crazy Gang depend. 


Bud, whose name is really 
Robert Winthrop, was brought 
up in the rich, roygh, vivid life 
of the pre-1914 East End. His 
father, who began working in 
a Commercial Street boot fac- 
tory—a fourteen-hour day, with 
a bench to sleep on at the end 
of it—graduated in time to a 
grocery, then a fried fish shop. 

“1 used to do a lot of street 
fighting.” Bud said. “ You had 
to. When we wanted to play 
cricket in Victoria Park each 
one of us carried a bat or a 
stump: we had to fight our way 
through Russian Lane.” 

While he was still at school, 
Bud became a call-boy at the 
local Cambridge Theatre, nip- 
ping across the road to buy fish 
and chips for the performers at 
his father’s shop. “I played 
the old London Shoreditch as 
a boy before I was Barmitzvah 

| was a boy conjuror, Fargo. 
I didn't win anything, but my 
father was waiting outside, and 
he walloped me <all the way 
home: it was a Saturday. Very 
strict they were, very strict.

and four sisters; 
there are only 
three of us alive 
now. No, I 
didn't leave 
school; I ran 
away to America 
about _ three 
months before 
the leaving age 
of 14. Why? 
Well, I wanted 
to. 1 was a 
Western Union 
boy, then sold 
papers.” One of 
his clients was 
the manager of 
George M. 
Cohan, the fam- 
ous song-writer. 
“He used to call 
me Limey. |] 
used to hang out | 
with all the 
other English boys at a bar in 
Delancy Street. I didnt want 
to tell him I was staying in 
Mills’ Hotel, which I suppose 
was the the equivalent of a 
Rowton House. He got me a 
part in one of George Cohan’'s 
shows aS a pageboy, and I was 
away then.” 

Well away. He “ went on the 
road with a School Act, you 
sang songs in a schoolroom; | 
was the Jewish comedian ; start 
at twelve and finish at eleven 
at night: it was a _ factory. 
Then I met a fellow and we 
doubled up  together—South 
Africa, Canada, South Amenca. 
Yes, I used to sing then, too. 
My father was a chazan for 
years; he had a lovely voice.” 

In 1915 he returned to Eng- 
land from San Francisco. He 
was wounded in France by 
shrapnel, temporarily blinded by 
gas. 

He took the pseudonym Bud 
Flanagan from a_ detested 
sergeant-major. “His name was 
Flanagan. If he tried to get 
anyone killed it was me, because 
he hated Jews. One day he got 
me arrested for silent contempt. 
The colonel asked him, * What 
do you mean, silent contempt? ° 
He said, ‘He swore at me with 
his eves.” The colonel said, 
‘ Ridiculous, case dismissed.’ 
And that made it worse.” 

For a time worked 
mostly on the Scottish stage 
Then, in 1922, “things got very 
bad and I couldn't get any more 


work.- I came back to London 
and for nine months I drove a 
taxi. Then I got an offer from 
Scotland, but I had no mone, 
1 walked to Glasgow.

HIS is the story of the Expul- 
sion of 1290 as seen through 
the eyes of a twelve-year-old. 


Mordecai was the only son of 
Moses and Miriam, a Jewish family 
living in London in the year 1290. 

It is Pesach, and the family are 
about to celebrate the Seder. 
Miriam is setting the table when there 
is a knock upon the door. 

“Answer it, Mordecai,” said his 
mother, Mordecai opened the door 
and Rabbi Gamliel walked in.

CHESS 
The Openings 


“Well begun is half done” is a 
proverb that should be remembered 
by all chess players. If you falter 
in the first few moves of your game 
you are going to find it very difficult 
—if not impossible—to make up 
leeway afterwards. 

There are several reasons why a 
Study of the openings will be of 
advantage to you. The first is that 
when you start playing competitive 
chess you will play with ah auto- 
matic clock, and you will have to 
make sO many moves per hour. 
Obviously if you can make your 
first half-dozen moves without hesi- 
tation, knowing all the time that you 
“haven't put a foot wrong,” you will 
have saved yourself a great deal of 
time that will be very useful to you 
when vou come to the complexities 
of the middle game (which we shall 
discuss in subsequent issues of this 
paper). 

Indeed, if you play your opening 
badly enough you may not get as 
far as the middle-game at all: you 
can be mated in four moves, or even 
in two! 

The four-move win, known as “ the 
Scholar’s Mate.” is as follows: 


White Black 
1. P—K 4 P-—K 4 
2. B—B 4 2. B—B 4 
3. Q—B 3 3. Kt—Q B 3 
4. Qx P mate.

JONAS 


SALK 


By MAURICE GOLDSMITH 


HERE are few scientists who 
while still living are as 


familiar jn ouseholds 
throughout the world as are, say, 
film stars or pop singers. Jonas 
Salk is one scientist who is, as the 
discoverer of the polio vaccine 
which bears his name. 

In recognition of his outstanding 
work he is to be invested with an 
Honorary Fellowship of the Royal 
Society of Health by its President, 
the distinguished medical scientist 
Lord Cohen of Birkenhead, at the 
annual congress at the end of this 
month. 

Salk is a product of Jewish New 
York. He was born in Upper Man- 


hattan in October, 1914. His 
father worked in the garment 
industry. The story not 
unfamiliar. Brilliant boy who 


makes good—but very good. 


“ Exceptionally Bright ” 


He attended a secondary schoo! 
for “ exceptionally bright ” students, 
and is reported to have been “a 
studious youth, who read every- 
thing he could lay his hands on.” 
But he got through High Schoo! 
without taking a single course in 
science. As a freshman at the 
College of the City of New York 
he took a few science courses out 
of curiosity. During the summer 
vacations, to make some money, he 
worked as a technician’ in a 
laboratory. 

At twenty he took his Bachelor 
of Science degree, and then went 
on to do medicine. He became 
interested in the virus, which is an 
infinitely small particle (from 
1/75,000th to 1/3,000,000th of an 
inch in diameter). It causes diseases 
like smallpox, ‘flu, and polio. 

There is a vaccine that gives 
protection against smallpox. In the 


U.S.A. research was going on fo: 
a vaccine that would do the same 
against polio. The SMa li pox 
vaccine jis based on the use o! 
live-virus. Salk took an orig 


line with regard to polio. Hi 


vaccine was to be made o! 
“killed” virus. To do this he had 
to overcome considerable oppos.. 
tion from scientists. 

So much did he believe in his 
approach that he tested the vac 
on himself, his wife, and his three 
boys. Nothing harniful happened 
to them. But the attacks continued 
and he said publicly he would 
be “ personally responsible © for its 
safety. The rest of the SURLOSS 
story is recent history. 

Salk is a hard worker. It is not 
uncommon for him to work a 16 
hour day for six days a week. And 
he is always calm. “The worry: 
ing.” he says, “is done ahead o! 
time while calculating al! of the 
possible risks. Then the dic Is cast 
and there is nothing to do but 
wait.”

Ben-Yehuda Dictionary 


One day, in the beginning of winter, 
a number of men of science and leaders 
of the community met in a Jerusalem 
printing works to celebrate an important 
occasion. 

On that day the printing works had 
completed the printing the Ben- 
Yehuda Dictionary—the concluding page 
of the seventeenth volume of the dic- 
tionary, the last page of the Ietier lav, 
had been printed. 

Fliezer Ben-Yehuda, renowned as the 
reviver of spoken Hebrew in Israel, 
devoted forty years of his life to the 
compilation of a large dictionary of the 
Hebrew language in all periods, begim- 
ning with the era of the Bible. the 
Mishna, and the Talmud, and up to the 


liierature of the Middle Ages and 
the Modern Era. During his lifetime 
Ben-Yehuda published the first seven 


volumes of this great scientific work. 
After the death of Ben-Yehuda, Pro- 
fessor M. Z. Segal, of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity, edited and compicted two more 
volumes. Afier him Professor N. H. Tur- 
Sinai—-today President of the Hebrew 
Language Academy—assumed  responsi- 
bility (took on himself) for the conunua- 
tion and completion of Ben-Yehuda’s

CLAIMS AGAINST 
AUSTRIA 


Sirn,—Mr. Brotman’s letter (in last 
week's issue) may mislead your 
readers and create false hopes, among 
the Austrian Jewish victims of 
Nazism. 

His statement is rather optimistic 
inasmuch as he believes that the settle- 
ment against which we protested was 
only a beginning of what was hoped 
to be a series of arrangements. Mr 
Brotman stressed the satisfactory 
arrangements regarding pensions, and 
he attributed them to the patient 
endeavours and expert knowledge of 
negotiators appointed by the Claims 
Conference. The plain truth is, how- 
ever, that these “ gsatssfactor) 
arrangements ™ were envisaged for the 
benefit of Austrian citizens and, of 
course, those Jews from Austria living 
abroad who had contributed to the 
Pensions Fund for many years could 
not have been left out. 

Mr. Brotman’s assertions in the 
second paragraph of his letter are 


entirely imcorrect since information 
received from official Austrian 
sources shows that the six million 


dollar offer by the Austrian Govern- 
ment concludes the Austrian legisla- 
tion with regard to compensations 
yable to the Jewish victims of 
azism. There is hardly any hope 
for better results. 

Mr. Brotman seems to have com- 
pletely misunderstood the object of 
the protest meeting. Nobody claimed 
that the Jews of Austria had been 
betrayed through lack of interest, but 
by the fact that various Jewish 
Organisations in this country wished 
to recommend to the British Govern- 
ment the acceptance of the Austrian 
offer of a global sum of six million 
dollars.

REVIVAL OF 


ORTHODOXY 


** Secular Intellectuals Antagonised ” 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The theory that the wrath of 
Anglo-Jewry’s “angry young men” 
was engendered not by the spiritual 
“bankruptcy” of the community, 
but rather by the present widespread 
revival of Orthodox Judaism, was 
put forward on Monday by Rabbi 
Dr. L. Epstein, Principal of Jews’ 
was delivering his 
Presidential address on “The Dis- 
tinctive Character of Jewish Culture ~ 
to the London Jewish Graduates’ 
Association at the Horseshoe Hotel. 
London, W. 

“At no time,” he declared, “ was 


the Torah studied with as great 
diligence in Anglo-Jewry as it is 
today. At no time was the interest 


in Jewish learning as keen in our 
community as it is today. Nor can 
we ignore that manifestation of 
religious zeal which we encounter 
today among many young English- 
born Jews who, of their own accord 
and often despite their parents, have 
chosen the Orthodox way of life.” 
It was not surprising then. went on 
Dr. Epstein, that the existence of a 
virile capable of speaking 
to secular intelle 
language, should disturb = and 
antagonise thos® young Jewish intel- 


lectuals to whom Jewish spiritual 


ctuals in their own 


values were of little importance. They 
were perpetually being reminded of 
the error of their ways, and this made 
them uncomfortable. 

Asked whether he believed our 
“angry young writers” had any con- 
tribution to make to Jewish culture, 
he replied that their work was, from 
that point of view, of no value. They 
were quite ignorant of everything 
Jewish. 

“It is in our rehgion.” added the 
speaker, “that our culture has its 
roots. If ever our religion were to 
vanish, the whole of our culture 
would vanish with it. Indeed, judged 
by purely secular standards, our 
culture cannot compare with the 

reat cultures of other nations, and 
as little that is worth preserving.” 

Stressing the present revival of 
traditional religion in the community, 
Dr. Epstein advanced the theory that 
the current swelline of the ranks of 
Progressive Jewry was in fact indica- 
tive of a general return to Orthodoxy. 

“It means,” he said, “that more 
and more Jews who, in the past, 
would have host their spiritual moor- 
ings and deserted Judaism, are nowa- 
days unable to escape the impact of 
ihe Orthodox environment upon their 
minds, and seek to satisfy their Jewish 
consciousness by joining a congrega- 
tion which makes casy demands upon 
their daily refigious life and conduct.”

A FINE LIFE FOR BRADY BOYS 


Eamonn Andrews Praises Display

Brady's annual 
triumphant success. 

What with its exhibition of past 
achievements; a display of all its 
present activities, all detailed in a pro- 
gramme called “ Bradio Times”; and 
with Eamonn Andrews as the guest 
of honour, it almost looked like 
another instalment of the famous 
TV feature at the end of which one 
expected to hear: “ Brady boys, this 
is your life!” 

The organisers of the display hit 
on an excellent idea and cxplolked 
it to the full. It was based on the 
coincidence that the club had the 
same initials as the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation and that Brady 
claimed to be “the oldest and largest 
Jewish boys’ club in the world.” The 
two-hour programme was arranged to 
give a full demonstration of what 
goes on in the Brady Club, using 
the methods of the TV features. 

Thus the Newsree! was made use 
of to project on the screen a film 
of the Bradians in camp: the Grand- 
stand. featured an excellent live dis- 
play of P.T. and gymnastics: shadow 
boxing by two boys (with a very fast 
running commentary by Mr. Andrews. 
on an old record of a boxing bout): 
and Panorama—-a pantomime by the 
juniors, depicting the Ingathering of 
the Exiles. There were also such 
features as Under Fire (a discussion 
among boys on topical problems). 
Armchair Theatre (a scene from 
Shakespeare’s “ Midsummer Night's 
Dream”). a very successful imitation 
of the Old Time Music Hall. and of 
course. the Travelogue. in which the 
Brady Ramblers, led by Mr. G. 
Janner, Chairman of the Managers of 
the Club. sung Israeli songs against 
a filmed background of their tour of 
Israel last year.

All that programme was set out on 
a news-sheet called Bradio Times, 
which cleverly imitated the B.B.C. 
magazine. 


Having watched the whole pro- 
gramme-——he gave up an engagement 
in Liverpool in order to be at the 
display—-Mr. Andrews said: “If I 
were a Jew I would be very proud 
to be a member or a manager of the 
Brady Club. As it is, I am an Irish 
Papist . but it is a good thing 
that the Cohens are so close to the 
Kellys.” 

He described the evening at the 
club as “touching, moving, and 
hilarious.” To the boys he said: 
“There is not one single thing that 
you do at Brady that you will ever 
regard as wasted, no matter how long 
you live.” 

Mr. Andrews was replying to the 
tributes paid to him by Mr. Frank 
Austin, J.P.. Chairman of the Brady 
Clubs and Settlement. 

Mr. Austin announced that the 
present premises of the Girls’ Club 
Hanbury Street, E.1 (where the dis- 
play took place), would be rebuilt 
and extended, so as to accommodate 
the 300 boys who are at present meet- 
ing half a mile away in Durward 
Street. The rebuilding programme 
would cost £30,000, of which £12,000 
had already been collected. The new 
wing would be named after Miss 
Miriam Moses. 

Miss Moses was among the large 
audience. Also present. was Mr. 
Manny Toff. another veteran who had 
joined the Brady Club as soon as it 
was founded 62 years ago: the Mayor 
of Stepney. Councillor W. Sullivan, 
L.P.: and representatives of the Asso- 
ciation for Jewish Youth: and the 
National Federation of Boys’ Clubs.

New Table Tennis Tacties

Miles told me: “Sido is my bogy 
man, but I have beaten him in the past 
and I shall do so in the future.” Two 
other leading Americans, Reisman and 
Cooperman, were also beaten. 


to the fact that they use unorthodox 
bats, but to their phenomenal speed 
and hitting power. They frequentl, 
outclassed European champions and 
made them look slow and unwieldy. 
Japanese players have not merely 
revolutionised. the game: they have 
almost remade it. 

Ogimura, the most experienced and 
cleverest of the Japanese. who won 
the men’s singles and doubles. told 
me: “We Japanese rely entirely on 
speed and attack. We have to be 
very fit. Therefore. we are either on 
top or at the bottom. One cannot 
be shghtly off-form with us. He is 
simply not chosen, as has happened 
with the former world champion.

Unlike some other Diaspora com- 
munities, Dr. Kahan stated, Toronto 
Jewry did not look upon Israel as 
“a poor relation.” They were 
intensely proud of the State and its 
Outstanding achievements, and the 
purpose of the pilgrimage was to 
deepen their respect and admiration. 

Non-Jews in Toronto, too, were 
also buying Israel bonds, he added. 
Last year, the biggest purchaser, who 
had acquired $75,000 worth, was Mr. 
Percy Gardiner, a Director of the

Nova Scotia Bank. He had bought 
them to express his faith jn the Jewish 
State as a gilt-edged investment for 
the future. 

Toronto Jewry, Dr. Kahan stated, 
numbered between 75,000 and 80,000. 
The city itself was rapidly developing 
commercially and industrially, and the 
Jewish population was expanding 
pari passu. All three sections of 
Jewry—Orthodox, Conservative and 
Reform—were flourishing and well 
organised. A new Conservative syna- 
gogue, the Beth Tzedeck, was prob- 
ably the largest in the world with an 
auditorium which could accommodate 
3,600 people. An average of 1,000 
people attended the Sabbath services 
there. The Hebrew day school. with 
1,900 students, was one of the biggest 
in the American continent.

JOHANNESBURG 

A public statement, issued by the 
South African Jewish Board of Depu- 
ties, records its “ deep disappomtment 
that the so-called Conscience Clause 
has been omitted from the Extension 
of University Education Bill now 
before Parliament, notwithstanding 
that it was included in the original 
Separate University Education Bill 

The Conscience Clause, to which 
the statement refers, has been 
aceepted since 1916 by all South 
African universities and university 
colleges. It states: ~ No test of reli- 
gious belief shall be imposed on any 
person as a condition of his becoming 


or continuing to be a professor. lec- 
turer. teacher.-.or student of a univer- 
Sify college. 

The statement concludes 
wit! “sincere hope that the 
Government will restore the Con- 
science Clause and thus indicate 
be \< al doubt its intention that 


academic and religious freedom will 
be safeguarded at the proposed 


university colleges. 

The new Bill dealine with the 
establishment of non-White wuniver- 
sitv colleges which omits the Con- 


science Clause has aroused sharp and 
bitter controversy in South Africa 
since it provides for the establishment 


of separate universities for non- 
Europeans 

Recently Mr. J. Nossel. a Jewish 
member of the Nationalist Party tn 


the Cape Province. who often acts 
independently of the Board of Depu- 


ing that there was a measure of dis- 
quiet in the Jewish community on the 
matter of the Conscience Clause and 
asked him to receive a deputation on 
the subject. 

In a reply sent on behalf of the 
Prime Minister. it was pointed out 
that the Conscience Clause would be 
retained at all existing universities 
attended by European’ students, 
including Jews.

The Israeli Forcign Ministry has

Selwyn Lloyd's announcement 
in the Commons that Jordan is to 
receive £2,000,000 grant-in=aid --and 
£500,000 for the construction of a 
desert road is the result of the visit 
to London of Mr. Samir Rifai, the 
Jordan Premier. last week. It reduces 
the significance of King Hussein's 
visit—-he is arriving on Saturday. This 
visit is described in Whitchall as a 
strictly private one. It is not ruled 
out. however, that King Hussein may 
meet Mr. Selwyn Lloyd or possibly 
Mr. Macmillan.
